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Species  Insulin 

STATEMENT  BY  DIABETIC  ASSOCIATION 

DIFFERENCES  of  effectiveness  in  the  diabetic  between  insulins  pre- 
pared from  the  pancreas  of  different  animal  species  (predominantly  ox 
and  pig)  were  discussed  at  a  meeting  convened  recently  by  the  British 
Diabetic  Association. 


The  special  meeting  was  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  insulin  manufacturers,  the 
Association  and  pharmacists.  Although 
the  clinical  importance  of  the 
differences  is  uncertain  the  Association 
has,  through  its  quarterly  journal 
Balance,  advised  diabetics  on  insulin 
not,  until  the  facts  are  established,  to 
change  from  their  usual  brand  unless 
medically  advised  to  do  so.  The  prob- 
lem is  being  further  investigated  by  the 
insulin  manufacturers  with  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  British  Diabetic  Associa- 
tion. Subject  to  the  proviso  that  a 
shortage  of  the  appropriate  pancreas 
may  force  manufacturers  to  add  a 
small  quantity  of  another  species 
(minor  variations  that  may  be  disre- 
garded, says  the  Association),  the 
origins  of  insulins  now  marketed  are : 
all  insulins  from  AB  Insulins,  Ltd., 
Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bur- 
roughs Wellcome  &  Co.  (Wellcome 
Foundation,  Ltd.)  and  Weddel  Phar- 
maceuticals, Ltd.,  are  100  per  cent, 
bovine.  The  composition  of  insulins 
from  Novo  Industri  a/s  are  Semilente 
(IZS  amorphous),  100  per  cent,  por- 
cine; Ultralente  (IZS  crystalline)  100 
per  cent,  bovine;  Lente  (30  per  cent. 
Semilente,  70  per  cent.  Ultralente  mix- 
ture); Actrapid:  100  per  cent,  porcine; 
Rapitard:  17  per  cent,  porcine;  and 


83  per  cent  bovine;  soluble  (unmodi- 
fied) insulin  and  protamine  zinc  insu- 
lin: 70  per  cent,  bovine  and  30  per 
cent  porcine. 

Sunglasses  Reviewed 

"WHICH?"  JUDGES  A  MEDICINE 

FACTORS  affecting  the  choice  of  a 
pair  of  sunglasses  are  discussed  in  the 
July  issue  of  Which?  (publication  of 
Consumers'  Association).  Results 
of  tests  on  thirty-one  pairs  of  sunglasses 
are  given.  Points  discussed  include  pro- 
tection from  glare,  ultra-violet  and 
infra-red  light,  material  (glass  or 
plastic),  colour  and  frames.  Darkened 
prescription  glasses,  it  is  pointed  out, 
can  be  made  up  for  spectacle  wearers. 
Tests  were  carried  out  on  transmission 
of  visible,  u/v  and  i/r  light,  on  optical 
quality,  and  on  frames  and  cases 
(where  supplied).  Chosen  on  the  basis 
of  those  considerations  as  good  value 
for  money  were  Whitecross  1921, 
Polaroid  808  and  Boots  optically 
worked  sunglasses.  Which?  warns  that 
not  all  sunglasses  claiming  to  have 
Crookes  lenses  contain  the  proper 
Crookes  glass,  which  is  now  supplied 
by  Chance-Pilkington.  Another  point 
discussed  in  the  July  Which?  is  whether 
it  is  justifiable  to  take  that  "popular 
and    widely    promoted    medicine  for 


holiday  diarrhoea"  Entero-Vioform. 
The  paper  lists  the  varied  causes  for 
the  condition  and  comments  that  they 
make  the  selection  of  a  remedy  by  the 
traveller  a  matter  of  guesswork. 
Entero-Vioform  may  afford  some  pro- 
tection, it  is  said,  against  amoebic  or 
bacillary  dysentery,  but  better  remedies 
might  be  prescribed.  Entero-Vioform 
has  not  been  proved  effective,  Which"? 
maintains,  when  the  diarrhoea  is  of  a 
different  origin.  However,  its  general 
conclusion  is  that  the  risk  in  taking 
Entero-Vioform  for  an  acute  attack  is 
small,  and  is  in  most  cases  outweighed 
by  the  possible  advantages.  People 
with  eye  diseases  or  under  treatment 
for  rheumatism  would  do  well  to  take 
medical  advice  before  resorting  to 
Entero-Vioform  or  any  other  medicine 
containing  clioquinol. 

Polio  Vaccination 

"LESS  EFFECTIVE  IN  TROPICS" 

THERE  is  preliminary  evidence  that, 
in  some  tropical  countries,  polio- 
myelitis vaccination  has  induced  anti- 
bodies in  only  about  60  per  cent,  of 
persons  given  three  doses  of  vaccine — 
against  over  95  per  cent,  in  temperate 
climates,  according  to  a  World  Health 
Organization  study  published  in 
W.H.O.  Chronicle.  The  reason  is  said 
to  be  obscure,  though  interference 
from  concurrent  enteric  infections  with 
other  viruses  may  play  a  part.  W.H.O. 
is  supporting  investigations  into  the 
problem.  Poliomyelitis  incidence  has 
risen  recently  in  warm  climates,  though 
dramatically  reduced  in  Europe,  North 
America  and  Oceania.  In  forty-four 
tropical  and  subtropical  countries  the 
annual  number  of  polio  cases  reported 
has   gone   up   from    3,006   to  9.043

Sales  in  March/April 

CHEMISTS'  TURNOVER  7  PER  CENT.  UP 

AVERAGE  weekly  turnover  of  retail 
chemists  in  March/April  was  £7,759,000 
■ — 7  per  cent,  more  than  the  figure  re- 
ported for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1967,  according  to  the  Nielsen  Retailer 
Report.  Cash  sales  were  about  8  per 
cent,  up  for  both  multiples  and  inde- 
pendents, but  results  achieved  in  the 
various  regions  varied  widely.  Share  of 
turnover  represented  by  the  National 
Health  Service  was  of  the  order  of 
48  per  cent,  for  independents  and  more 
than  35  per  cent,  for  the  multiples. 

Insect  Repellents 

NON-HUMAN  TESTER  DEVISED 

A  NEW  means  of  testing  insect  repel- 
lents has  been  developed  by  scientists 
of  the  British  Columbia  Research 
Council.  In  the  past,  good  repellent 
compounds  have  been  found  by  using 
human  volunteers  who  applied  com- 
pounds to  their  arms  and  then  exposed 
them  to  the  attack  of  hungry  mos- 
quitoes either  outdoors  or  confined  in 
a  cage.  Now  the  Canadian  team  has 
developed  a  machine  in  which  the 
repellency  of  a  chemical  is  measured 
in  absolute  units  by  creating  an  "arti- 


ficial host"  with  a  standard,  reproduc- 
ible attraction  for  mosquitoes,  and 
then  measuring  the  exact  amount  of 
chemical  vapour  that  must  be  added 
to  it  to  nullify  the  attraction.  The 
method  gives  the  intrinsic  repellency 
of  a  compound  independently  of  its 
rate  of  evaporation  from  the  skin  and 
is  expected  eventually  to  reveal  the 
chemical  basis  of  the  repellent  effect. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  information  will 
lead  to  repellent  sprays  and  creams 
that  will  be  pleasanter  to  use  than  the 
effective  but  somewhat  greasy  prepara- 
tions now  on  the  market,  and  possibly 
even  to  a  systemic  repellent  that  will 
render  the  user  "mosquito-proof"  for 
a  period  of  hours  or  days.  Manufac- 
turers may  have  their  products  evalu- 
ated (approximately  igm.  is  required) 
at  a  single-sample  price  of  $100  on 
application  to  British  Columbia 
Research  Council,  University  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  Vancouver  8,  Canada

Tooth-paste  Sales 

CHEMISTS  HAVE  ONE-FIFTH  OF  MARKET 

CHEMISTS  currently  account  for  about 
a  fifth  of  tooth-paste  sales,  their  sales 
having  dropped  only  marginally  over 
the  last  two  or  three  years,  according 
to  an  article  in  the  June  issue  of 
Retail  Business  published  by  Econo- 
mist Intelligence  Unit,  Ltd.  Branches

A  NEW  WHOLESALING  ORGANISATION 

London  pharmacists  invited  to  participate 


A  NEW  wholesaling  organisation,  In- 
pharm,  Ltd.,  is  being  formed  as  a  pub- 
lic company  by  practising  pharmacists 
in  London  with  the  object  of  helping 
the  independent  retail  pharmacist  to 
become  more  competitive  with  the 
multiples  and  supermarkets.  Shares  are 
being  offered  to  proprietor  pharmacists 
and  pharmacists  who  (alone  or  jointly 
with  members  of  their  family),  own  at 
least  50  per  cent,  of  the  shares  in  a 
company  controlling  pharmacies.  The 
issue  is  limited  to  350  "A"  shares  each 
costing  £600,  with  facilities  provided 
for  subscribers  to  settle  over  three 
years.  Each  shareholder  is  required 
to  purchase  one  share  per  retail  outlet 
at  which  deliveries  are  made.  He  will 
then  receive  1\  per  cent,  discount  from 
purchases  of  non-"ethicals"  where 
such  discount  is  permitted.  Initially  de- 
liveries are  being  restricted  to  the 
Greater   London  area   unless  specific 


arrangements  are  made.  Directors  are 
H.  W.  Tomski,  B.Com.,  F.P.S., 
F.I.Pharm.M.  (chairman  and  financial 
director),  E.  A.  Godfrey,  M.P.S., 
M.I.Pharm.M.,  and  J.  Sherman,  M.P.S., 
M.I.Pharm.M.  (joint  managing  direc- 
tors) and  the  registered  office  is  388 
Seven  Sisters  Road,  London,  N.4.  A 
number  of  meetings  have  been  arrang- 
ed at  which  pharmacists  may  discuss 
the  aims  and  objects  of  the  organisa- 
tion. 

In  a  circular  letter  to  pharmacists  the 
chairman  says  that  the  scope  of  the 
organisation  "lies  far  beyond  wholesale 
supply"  and  adds  that  the  directors 
feel  that  committees  should  be  set  up 
to  consider  and  organise  various  facili- 
ties such  as  financial  advice,  shopfitting, 
display  and  promotion  and  an  employ- 
ment agency.  Members  are  being  asked 
if  they  would  be  willing  to  serve  on 
any  of  the  committees. 


been  gaining  an  increasing  share  of 
tooth-paste  sales  compared  with  other 
chemists,  the  report  adds.  Grocers  now 
account  for  69  per  cent,  of  the  sales 
whereas  in  1953  they  did  only  31  per 
cent,  of  the  business.  The  retail  tooth- 
paste market  in  the  United  Kingdom 
is  put  at  £20  3  million  against  £16  mil- 
lion in  1960.  As  yet  the  introduction 
by  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
of  its  own  brand  of  tooth-paste  has 
had  no  significant  impact  on  the 
market,  according  to  the  report.  It  adds: 
"Nor  does  it  seem  likely  to  in  the  near 
future  with  distribution  restricted  to 
under  25  per  cent,  of  the  market's  total 
turnover  area  and  no  media  promo- 
tion support."

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Twenty  Years 

The  account  on  p.  15  of  twenty  years  of  negotiations  between  the 
Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  and  the  Ministry  makes 
interesting  reading,  detailing  as  it  does  a  number  of  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  since  that  fateful  day  of  July  5,  1948.  As  you  point  out  in 
your  Editorial  comment,  twenty  years  is  a  comparatively  short  time  in 
the  life  of  a  nation  or  of  such  a  complex  organisation  as  the  health  ser- 
vice, and  time  has  not  stood  still  in  the  developing  field  of  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  practice.  Important  drugs  have  made  their  appearance, 
drugs  which,  intelligently  used,  are  capable  of  permitting  home  treat- 
ment for  some  diseases  which  at  one  time  meant  hospitalisation.  Drugs 
have  also  reduced  the  time  necessary  for  the  occupation  of  hospital  beds 
and  ensured  earlier  return  to  work  than  could  have  been  expected  in  1948. 
It  seems  extremely  unlikely  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  finances  provided 
by  the  Service,  such  an  opportunity  would  have  offered,  not  only  to  our 
own  manufacturing  industry  but  to  a  number  outside  of  these  islands 
who  quickly  saw  that  the  situation  created  here  was  one  not  to  be  ignored. 
That  has  led  to  a  pushing  and  scrambling  to  be  first  in  the  field, 
and  much  of  the  dignity  which  was  traditionally  associated  with  our 
more  conservative  methods  has  been  trampled  underfoot  in  the  effort 
to  solicit  medical  support  for  a  host  of  new  products,  and  variations 
thereupon  in  structure  and  in  name.  So  much  of  the  period  now  behind 
us  has  been  taken  up  with  trying  to  come  to  terms  with  a  completely 
new  situation  that  vye  have  been  beset  by  improvisation  and  expediency 
on  all  sides,  leading  to  frustration  and  uncertainty  in  all  the  professions 
engaged  in  the  service.  It  seems  as  good  a  moment  as  any  to  try  to  stand 
back  and  take  a  cool  and  detached  look  at  the  whole  broad  canvas,  un- 
encumbered by  what  has  gone  before.  And  it  is  obvious,  from  recent  events, 
that  that  kind  of  look  cannot  be  obtained  without  the  knowledge  and 
experience  of  those  working  in  the  many  different  grades  of  the  service. 

Three  Hundred  Years 

Three  centuries  ago,  or  as  near  as  makes  no  difference,  the  city  of 
London  experienced  a  visitation  of  the  dreaded  plague.  All  who  could 
do  so,  whose  presence  was  not  an  absolute  necessity,  and  who  had  the 
means,  left  the  stricken  city  and  made  their  way  to  safer  pastures,  mainly 
in  the  West  Country.  Faced  with  the  choice  of  following  their  wealthy 
patients  or  staying  behind  to  succour  the  afflicted  in  the  plague-haunted 
congestion  of  the  old  city,  the  physicians  in  general  moved  away,  leaving 
the  apothecaries  to  fight  a  desperate  battle  against  a  disease  which  struck 
indiscriminately  at  patient  and  apothecary.  There  was  public  gratitude 
for  the  manner  in  which  the  apothecary  took  over  the  awesome  task.  There 
is,  therefore,  a  precedent  for  the  situation  you  describe  in  your  second 
leader  of  last  week  (p.  13).  The  "plague"  of  the  "temporary"  prescription 
charges  scheme  has  produced,  in  your  words,  "gratitude  only  from  those 
discerning  patients  for  whom  chemists  seem  to  have  taken  over  the  role 
of  guide,  philosopher  and  friend  that  the  doctors  have  abandoned."  I 
feel,  like  you,  that  the  doctor  has  not  come  very  well  out  of  his  refusal 
to  have  any  part  in  the  scheme  of  exemptions  relating  to  chronic  illness 
beyond  the  signing  of  a  claim  by  the  patient  that  he  suffers  from  one  of 
the  stipulated  conditions  (and  even  that  may  be  negative).  The  onus  of 
claiming  exemption  lies  on  the  patient.  Is  it  really  no  part  of  the  doctor's 
duty  to  advise  or  assist? 

Worse  Than  Expected 

It  seems,  from  the  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee, 
that  there  has  been  a  flood  of  criticism  of  the  effects  of  the  imposition 
of  prescription  charges,  and  that  it  is  described  as  "much  worse  than 
expected."  Representations  are  to  be  made  to  the  Ministry  at  once.  I 
cannot  see  why  the  scheme  was  accepted.  It  may  be  said  that  the  Minister 
has  powers  to  impose  it.  Much  better  that  the  opposition  should  have 
been  such  that  he  was  forced  to  use  those  powers. 
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SCOTTISH  ARBITER  GIVES  HIS  AWARD 

Work  on  dealing  with  prescription 


RATHER  more  promptly  than  was 
expected  the  single  arbiter  appointed 
to  assess  the  remuneration  to  be 
accorded  to  Scottish  contractors  for  the 
additional  work  imposed  upon  them  by 
the  introduction  of  prescription 
charges  has  been  made  known. 

The  arbiter  states  that  the  system 
introduced  by  the  National  Health 
Service  (Charges  for  Drugs  and 
Appliances)  (Scotland)  Regulations, 
1968,  was  undoubtedly  a  complicated 
one,  and  it  was  not  surprising  that 
members  of  the  general  public  had 
found  difficulty  in  knowing  whether  or 
not  they  were  entitled  to  exemption. 
They  had  found  similar  difficulties  in 
knowing  what  the  procedure  was  by 
which  that  exemption  should  be  estab- 
lished and  applied.  "It  is  natural,  there- 
fore, that  this  perplexity  should  mani- 
fest itself  in  inquiries  put  to  the 
chemists  who,  in  consequence  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Order,  are  required 
to  administer  the  system.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  high  standards  which  I 
believe  to  have  been  observed  by 
chemists  in  Scotland  in  providing  ser- 
vice to  the  community,  these  inquiries 
have  been  dealt  with  carefully,  and  that 
has  often  led,  as  the  evidence  shows,  to 
quite  protracted  conversations  in  which 
sometimes  the  senior  person  present  in 
the  pharmacy  has  had  to  participate." 

A  Fall-off  in  Numbers 

On  the  other  hand,  said  the  arbiter, 
the  evidence  also  shows  that  there  had 
been  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
prescriptions  handled  since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  charges,  due  in  a  con- 
siderable measure  to  stock-piling  of 
drugs  and  appliances  to  which  the 
charges  relate — "and  that  even  by  per- 
sons who  are  entitled  to  exemption 
from  the  charges."  The  situation  was 
one  that  must  be  regarded  as  excep- 
tional, and  in  respect  of  which  avail- 
able data  was  limited.  How  long  that 
situation  would  last  could  not  be 
readily  estimated.  Both  sides  agreed, 
said  the  arbiter,  that  he  should  attempt 
to  form  a  realistic  view  of  the  extra 
time  required  to  deal  with  a  prescrip- 
tion in  that  exceptional  period,  and 
then  to  arrive  at  an  appropriate  pay- 
ment to  the  chemists  in  respect  of  the 
extra  time. 

Considerable  evidence  from  practis- 
ing pharmacists  and  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  inspector  tended 
to  highlight  the  more  difficult 
cases.  A  typical  conversation  about  a 
straightforward  case  that  had  been 
taped  and  transcribed  had  taken  931 
seconds  to  read  over  at  a  normal  speed. 
It  had  struck  him  as  quite  a  natural 
conversation  to  take  place  in  the  cir- 
cumstances. Returns  from  sixty-five 
pharmacies  in  respect  of  4,116  forms 
had  been  received  to  a  questionnaire. 
Time  recorded  for  completion  varied 
from  nothing  to  900  seconds  (average 
881  sec.  per  form).  The  manner  of 
timing  accorded  well  with  the  general 
evidence  already  referred  to.  Timings 
obtained  in  five  different  pharmacies 
over  the  period  from  June  11  to  June 
19  gave  the  average  extra  time  required 


charges  valued  at  1  •  6d.  per  script 

for  the  completion  of  a  form  as 
89  3  sec.  If  one  took  the  average  time 
in  each  pharmacy  and  averaged  these 
results,  a  figure  of  92  sec.  extra  time 
emerged.  "I  am  satisfied  that  these 
results  correctly  record,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, what  was  observed,  but  it  has 
to  be  noted  that  the  manner  of  obser- 
vation was  that  the  observer,  having 
selected  a  form  for  timing,  followed 
that  form  through  until  it  had  been 
accepted  and  then  started  to  time  the 
next  form  that  came  under  his  obser- 
vation. It  is  a  consequence  of  this 
method  that,  if  a  form  which  took  a 
long  time  was  under  observation,  a 
large  number  of  forms  which  took 
much  shorter  time  might  escape 
count."  It  had  not  been  possible  to  tell 
what  proportion  of  the  total  number 
dealt  with  had  actually  been  observed, 
but  he  was  satisfied  that  the  method 
carried  a  strong  probability  of  pro- 
ducing an  average  on  the  high  side. 

The  management  side  had  given  evi- 
dence of  a  detailed  count  that  had  been 
taken  at  the  pharmacy  at  Sighthill 
Health  Centre,  June  10-19.  It  covered 
85  per  cent,  of  prescriptions  dispensed 
in  the  pharmacy  during  the  period 
under  observation  and  produced  an 
average,  allowing  for  "flyback,"  of 
20  85  sec.  per  form.  It  was  fairly  con- 
ceded by  the  management  side  that  the 
Sighthill  Health  Centre  was  somewhat 
special  in  that  nothing  occured  at  the 
pharmacy  except  dispensing.  In  conse- 
quence the  management  side  were  pre- 
pared to  concede  that  the  correspond- 
ing average  for  an  ordinary  pharmacy 
might  be  of  the  order  of  26  sec.  per 
form.  That  still  left  a  wide  discrepancy 
between  the  management  and  staff  side's 
estimates.  Making  the  best  balance,  he 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
fair  time  to  allow  would  be  60  sec. 
per  form  for  the  introductory  period. 

Both  sides  were  agreed  that  the  ap- 
propriate conversion  factor  was  1"39 
prescriptions  per  form,  representing 
43  sec.  per  prescription.  He  considered 


that  the  bulk  of  the  extra  time  would 
properly  be  met  by  assistants  not  re- 
quiring dispensing  skill,  though  there 
were  occasions  when  the  proper  charge 
to  be  applied  to  a  form  required  its 
scrutiny  by  a  person  with  dispensing 
skill.  The  staff  side  had  stated  that 
they  would  be  prepared  to  accept  the 
management  side's  figures  subject  to  a 
correction  factor  to  convert  them  from 
rate  of  pay  per  attendance  minute  to 
rate  of  pay  per  effective  working 
minutes.  The  corresponding  figures  were 
for  senior  staff  4  57  per  effective  minute 
and  for  junior  staff  l-03  per  effective 
minute.  The  arbiter  considered  that  the 
appropriate  allowance,  therefore,  was 
to  take  one-third  of  the  time  at  4'57d. 
per  minute  and  two-thirds  at  1.03d.  per 
minute.  This  brought  out  the  combined 
rate  to  2'21d.  per  minute  and  the  ap- 
propriate allowance  for  43  sec.  to  l"6d. 
The  management  side  had  submitted 
that  no  updating  to  1968-69  should  be 
made,  since  the  practice  had  always 
been  for  chemists'  remuneration  to  be 
based  on  the  cost  for  the  preceding 
year.  He  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that,  in  view  of  the  practice  that  had 
obtained  hitherto,  that  view  should  be 
accepted.  But  he  had  also  come  to  be 
of  the  view  that,  since  the  actual  costs 
incurred  was  at  the  1968-69  level,  it 
would  be  appropriate  to  take  that  into 
account  and  to  discount  the  offset, 
which  the  management  side's  written 
case  had  brought  out,  in  respect  of  the 
benefit  to  the  chemist  of  obtaining  a 
proportion  of  his  remuneration  earlier 
in  the  new  system  than  he  obtained  it 
in  the  old. 

He  was  also  of  the  opinion  that 
minor  matters,  like  the  necessity  for 
additional  cash  insurance,  banking, 
and  the  additional  trouble  involved  in 
extra  sorting  of  prescriptions  at  the 
end  of  the  month  required,  were  ade- 
quately taken  account  of  by  the 
figures  he  had  allowed.  He  therefore 
considered  that  an  appropriate  award 
to  the  chemists  in  respect  of  the  extra 
work  falling  upon  them  in  virtue  of 
the  imposition  of  prescription  charges 
would  be  T6d.  per  prescription  in  the 
period  with  which  he  was  concerned. 


STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  HEARINGS 

Some  resumed  cases  not  pursued  and  one  dismissed 


"WE  cannot  enforce  his  attendance,  but 
if  he  wishes  to  be  treated  leniently  he 
would  be  rather  wise  to  come  before 
the  Committee  and  ask  for  that 
leniency  to  be  exercised  in  his  favour," 
said  Sir  Benjamin  Ormerod  (chair- 
man) at  a  resumed  inquiry  on  June  25. 
The  case  concerned  a  pharmacist  who, 
in  1967.  had  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing 
cash  from  his  employers,  for  which 
offence  he  had  been  placed  on  proba- 
tion for  two  years.  The  probation 
officer  reported  to  the  Committee  that 
he  was  applying  to  the  court  for  the 
probation  period  to  be  reduced  to  one 
year,  indicating  the  progress  the  phar- 
macist had  made.  The  pharmacist  him- 
self, in  a  letter,  said  that  he  had  been 
suffering  from  a  varicose  ulcer  and, 
though  able  to  carry  on  business,  had 
to  "rest  as  much  as  possible  and  not 
stand  for  long  periods".  The  inquiry 
was  adjourned  until  the  next  meeting. 


In  another  inquiry,  which  had  been 
adjourned  on  June  21,  1967,  a  pharma- 
cist who  had  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing 
cash  and  amphetamine  tablets  from  his 
employer  in  1967.  and  who  had  since 
then  been  working  in  hospital  phar- 
macy, appeared  before  the  Committee 
and  submitted  references  from  the 
group  pharmacist  of  the  hospital  and 
from  other  pharmacists.  Giving  the 
Committee's  decision  not  to  pursue  the 
matter  further.  Sir  Benjamin  Ormerod 
said  "I  want  you  to  understand  that,  if 
we  put  an  end  to  this  matter  and  say 
'Go  home,  don't  worry  about  it  any 
more',  that  does  not  mean  that  there  is 
not  something  on  the  record.  If  you 
do  misbehave  again  you  will  not  get 
any  sort  of  lenient  treatment.  This 
Committee  has  the  power,  which  we  are 
naturally  reluctant  to  exercise,  of  order- 
ing names  to  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  and  that  would  mean  that  you 
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could  not  practise  as  a  pharmacist  any 
longer.  We  do  not  want  that  to  hap- 
pen in  your  case  but  if  you  do  some- 
thing of  this  kind  again  it  will  happen, 
because  we  cannot  go  on  being  lenient. 
Is  that  fully  understood?" 

The  pharmacist:  I  fully  understand, 
Sir. 

The  Committee  also  resumed  an 
inquiry  adjourned  during  November 
1967,  at  which  it  had  been  reported 
that  a  pharmacist,  had  pleaded  guilty 
of  selling  dexamphetamine  sulphate 
tablets  not  on  or  in  accordance  with 
a  prescription  issued  by  a  medical 
practitioner.  The  pharmacist  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Michael  West,  instruct- 
ed by  Michael  Kramer  &  Co., 
solicitors.  The  Chairman  said  that, 
when  the  inquiry  first  came  before  the 
Committee,  one  member  had  not  been 
in  favour  of  adjourning  the  case  and 
would  have  preferred  to  take  the  ex- 
treme view  of  ordering  the  removal  of 
the  pharmacist's  name  from  the 
Register.  That  view  had  had  a  great 
deal  of  support  within  the  Committee. 
The  business  of  the  pharmacist  had 
been  under  constant  supervision  by  an 
inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who  had  eventually  produced 
a  report  satisfying  the  Committee  that, 
at  least  at  present,  the  pharmacist  was 
making  a  determined  attempt  to  carry 
on  his  business  in  a  proper  way.  "In 
those  circumstances  we  are  prepared  to 
put  an  end  to  this  matter  now.  1  and 
the  Committee  are  anxious  that  it 
should  be  emphasised  that,  if  there  are 
any  signs  in  future  of  this  business 
being  carried  on  in  the  unsatisfactory 
way  in  which  it  was  carried  on  in  the 
past,  then  the  member  cannot  expect 


this  lenient  treatment  any  more.  The 
sale  of  drugs  without  proper  authority 
and  proper  prescriptions  in  these  days 
is  becoming  more  and  more  a  serious 
matter." 

In  a  fourth  inquiry,  held  over  be- 


cause the  pharmacist  was  "not  in  a 
very  good  condition  of  health".  The 
Chairman  said  the  Committee,  after 
receiving  a  report,  had  concluded  that 
the  only  possible  thing  to  do  was  to 
dismiss  the  case. 


SELF-MEDICATION  BY  THE  PUBLIC 

Pharmacists  must  sell  more  potent  preparations,  says  report 


IF  the  pharmacist  is  to  be  able  to  offer 
superior  treatment  to  that  available 
from  non-pharmaceutical  establish- 
ments he  must  be  prepared  to  recom- 
mend, and  be  allowed  to  sell,  more 
potent  preparations,  including  some 
that  are  currently  more  generally  taken 
on  a  doctor's  prescription.  That  is  the 
argument  of  the  latest  report  from  the 
Office  of  Health  Economics.  The  report, 
"Without  Prescription — a  Study  of  the 
Role  of  Self-medication,"  reaches  that 
conclusion  through  its  belief  that  the 
general  sale  list  provided  for  under  the 
Medicines  Bill  will  be  bound  to  include 
many  effective  medicines.  The  pharma- 
cist, it  says,  can  actively  recommend 
well  formulated  and  effective  home 
remedies,  and  can  advise  his  customers 
when  to  seek  qualified  medical  advice. 
"If  he  developed  this  role,  the  pharma- 
cist would  improve  his  professional 
status." 

Many  surveys  of  self -medication 
(some  previously  unpublished)  are  sum- 
marised in  the  report.  They  show  that 
only  one-quarter  to  one-third  of  ill- 
health  prompted  consultations  with  a 
doctor  and  that,  for  every  medicine 
prescribed  by  a  doctor,  two  others  were 
purchased  without  prescription.  Of 
analgesics,  antacids  and  salts  more  than 
85  per  cent,  were  not  prescribed  by  a 


TWENTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  N.H.S. 

Ministry's  conference  takes  a  look  forward 


THE  contribution  many  skilled  and 
qualified  staff  in  the  Health  Service 
make  to  the  success  of  the  medical  and 
nursing  function  is  too  little  appre- 
ciated, said  Dr.  G.  Drain  (deputy 
secretary,  National  and  Local  Govern- 
ment Officers'  Association)  in  address- 
ing a  conference  in  London  to  mark 
the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the 
National  Health  Service  on  July  5. 
Speaking  on  "Manning  the  Service," 
Mr.  Drain  stressed  the  need  for  more 
inter-disciplinary  contacts,  particularly 
in  training.  "This  is  more  easily  said 
than  accomplished  in  a  service  with  so 
many  ingrained  professional  jealousies 
and  so  much  mutual  defence  mecha- 
nism, but  it  is  an  essential  objective." 
There  should  be,  he  suggested,  a  central 
Health  Service  organisation  along 
the  lines  of  the  industrial  training 
boards,  for  training  and  for  staff 
development. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Bonham-Carter  (chair- 
man, Board  of  Governors,  University 
College  Hospital)  speaking  of  recruit- 
ing difficulties,  was  concerned  that  the 
proportion  of  higher  educated  people 
going  into  the  private  sector  (the 
"wealth  creators")  was  getting  danger- 
ously low  (60  per  cent,  of  men  and 
women  who  had  a  full  higher  education 
were  in  the  "public"  sector  in  1964). 
Competition  for  them  would  become 
stronger,  and  the  Health  Service  must 
improvo  its  management  and  redeploy 


its  skilled  people.  Entrants  must  know 
they  would  be  properly  trained  and 
paid,  and  have  opportunities  for 
advancement.  The  Whitley  Council 
machinery  should  be  simplified. 
General  managers  should  be  appointed 
with  authority  over  medical  and  nurs- 
ing directors. 

In  a  paper  on  "Evolving  Practice", 
Dr.  J.  J.  A.  Reid  (County  medical 
officer  of  health,  Buckinghamshire)  said 
that  statutory  bodies  should  be  able  to 
look  at  all  aspects  —  hospital  and  com- 
munity, prevention  and  cure.  Mr.  G. 
McLachlan  (secretary,  Nuffield  Pro- 
vincial Hospitals  Trust)  proposed  the 
setting-up  of  a  Health  Services  Re- 
search and  Educational  Council.  There 
should  be  at  least  one  centre  for  ad- 
vanced studies. 

Winding  up  the  two-day  conference 
the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Kenneth 
Robinson)  said  that  there  would  never 
be  for  the  Health  Service  as  much 
money  as  the  professions  could  usefully 
employ.  It  followed  that  they  must 
make  better  use  of  what  was  provided. 
He  would  shortly  be  publishing  as  a 
Green  Paper,  proposals  for  reorganising 
the  administrative  structure;  the  pro- 
posals were  tentative.  The  public  must 
be  given  a  true  picture  of  the  N.H.S. 
through  the  Press  and  broadcasting. 
The  service  was  not  on  the  point  of 
collapse,  as  was  sometimes  reported, 
but  steadily  expanding  and  improving. 


doctor.  In  one  survey  99  per  cent,  of 
doctors  questioned  considered  coughs, 
colds  and  sore  throats  suitable  for 
self-medication.  Only  23  per  cent, 
mentioned  headaches,  19  per  cent, 
gastric  disorders.  O.H.E.'s  own  survey 
revealed  a  general  belief  by  doctors 
the  Health  Service  was  being  abused 
because  too  many  minor  ailments  were 
being  taken  to  them.  The  danger  that 
self-medication  might  lead  to  too  great 
a  delay  in  bringing  something  to  the 
doctor's  attention  is  not  thought  to  be 
a  problem,  since  the  surveys  show  that 
people  who  medicate  themselves  tend 
equally  to  be  those  who  make  frequent 
visits  to  the  doctor.  Accepting  that 
self-medication  will  continue,  the 
report  argues  that  further  studies 
should  be  given  to  it,  so  that  it  may 
be  made  as  effective  as  possible.  Its 
contention  is  that  people  should  be 
given  better  instruction  so  as  to  be 
able  to  take  the  action  most  appropri- 
ate when  the  occasion  arises,  enabling 
them  to  distinguish  between  the  trivial 
and  the  serious  and  to  seek  advice 
when  in  doubt.  "It  may  well  be  there 
is  even  room  for  a  'front  line'  of 
medical  auxiliaries  who  could  sift 
patients  with  apparently  minor  symp- 
toms of  disease."  Removing  the  general 
practitioner  to  the  "second  line"  would 
enable  him  to  care  for  more  patients, 
and  thus  be  able  to  see  more  cases  of 
serious  disease. 

Dealing  with  proprietary  medicines, 
the  report  says  that,  although  controls 
have  helped  to  ensure  that  products  are 
both  pure  and  safe,  it  is  more  difficult 
to  ensure  that  all  the  products  sold 
represent  the  most  up-to-date  know- 
ledge of  pharmaceutical  and  medical 
science.  "Many  individuals  persist  in 
using  the  old,  long-established  remedies 
representing  a  level  of  knowledge  and 
forms  of  treatment  now  discredited." 
Advertising  is  defended  as  making  new 
medicines  known  to  the  public.  Never- 
theless, detailed  and  precise  labelling  of 
products  is,  apart  from  the  advice  from 
pharmacists  already  mentioned,  held  to 
be  essential.  "Properly  labelled  pro- 
ducts serve  as  a  permanent  guide  to 
the  user  and  so  play  a  positive  role  in 
the  process  of  health  education." 

N.H.S.  STATISTICS 

In  Bury,  Lanes,  during  January, 
46,042  prescriptions  (28.394  forms) 
were  dispensed  at  a  cost  of  £22,755 
(average  1 18  61d.  per  prescription). 

In  England  during  December  1967, 
contractors  dispensed  23.245,075 
prescriptions  (14,571,117  forms).  Total 
cost  was  £12,151,508,  an  average  of 
125  46d.  per  prescription. 

In  Great  Yarmouth,  Norfolk,  dur- 
ing January,  contractors  dispensed

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MEDICINES  BILL  IN  LORDS 

Hostility  between  pharmacists  and  herbalists  alleged 


IN  some  parts  of  the  country  there  has 
been  a  certain  amount  of  hostility  be- 
tween pharmacists  and  herbalists  said 
Lord  Chorley  during  the  second  read- 
ing of  the  Medicines  Bill  in  the  House 
of  Lords  on  July  4.  He  said  that  an 
important  part  of  the  Bill  was  the 
control  it  entrusted  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  powers  of  inspection 
and  administration.  He  had  no  doubt 
"that  the  gentlemen  who  run  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  will  do  their  best 
to  carry  out  their  duty  in  a  way  which 
respects  the  right  of  the  shopkeepers 
and  others  over  whom  they  will  be 
given  a  good  deal  of  power"  but,  he 
added,  "it  may  be  that  lower  down  in 
the  ranks  that  duty  will  not  be  ob- 
served in  the  same  kind  of  way."  He 
had  been  interested  in  herbalists  for  a 
long  time,  and  he  supposed  that  it 
could  be  said  that  the  modern  phar- 
macist had  grown  from  the  herbalist. 
But,  in  growing,  the  pharmacist  had 
departed  a  long  way  from  his  original 
forebears.  He  had  come  across  in- 
stances in  which  herbalists  had  not 
been  altogether  fairly  treated  locally 
as  a  result  of  interventions  by  phar- 
macists, and  was  not  at  all  satisfied 
with  the  safeguards  existing  in  the  Bill. 
The  modern  herbalist,  highly  trained 
in  his  profession,  had  certainly  not 
received  sufficient  attention  in  the  Bill, 
and  a  good  deal  of  alteration  was 
needed  to  safeguard  his  position. 

Second  Reading 

Introducing  the  second  reading.  Lord 
Kennet  said  that  the  voluntary  arrange- 
ment and  the  Safety  of  Drugs  Com- 
mittee had  worked  well.  The  great 
bulk  of  the  British  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry had  conducted  itself  responsibly 
and  had  been  amenable  to  the  volun- 
tary system  of  control,  but  one  or  two 
fringe  firms  had  made  the  Government 
feel  it  would  be  safer  to  have  a  Statute 
up  their  sleeves.  The  United  Kingdom 
was  among  the  few  technically  ad- 
vanced countries  in  the  world  that  had 
no  statutory  controls.  That  situation 
posed  problems  in  talking  to  other 
countries  about  medical  safety.  When 
Lord  Kennet  came  to  parts  3-5  of  the 
Bill  he  said  "I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
say  that  the  ordinary  chemist  in  the 
chemist  shop  is  no  longer  to  be  known 
to  the  law  as  an  authorised  seller  of 
poisons,  but  will  become  'a  person 
lawfully  conducting  a  retail  pharmacy 
business/  which  sounds  a  bit  nicer." 
Lord  Newton  wished  the  Bill  did 
not  contain  so  much  "enabling  power." 
It  seemed  to  him  that  its  success  or 
failure  would  turn  on  the  regulations 
and  orders  that  would  flow  from  it, 
and  on  the  manner  in  which  those 
regulations  and  orders  were  interpre- 
ted and  exercised. 

Lord  Sainsbury  welcomed  those 
clauses  controlling  advertising  and 
sales  promotion  and  hoped  the  new 
controls  would  be  strictly  enforced. 
Only  if  that  were  done  would  doctors 
take  promotional  literature  and  advert- 
ising more  seriously. 

Lord  Shawcross,  speaking  as  the 
chairman  of   a  pharmaceutical  com- 


pany operating  in  "this  country  and 
the  United  States,"  said  that  it  had 
always  been  the  view  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  when  he  was  chair- 
man of  that  body,  that  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  was  the  best  place  to 
undertake  the  direct  research  for  new 
drugs  and,  of  course,  the  consequen- 
tial development  work.  He  was  pleased 
the  Minister  had  not  thought  it  right 
to  include,  within  the  strict  procedures 
of  the  new  system,  medicines  intended 
for  export,  and  he  welcomed  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Medicines  Commis- 
sion, which  he  believed  could  play  an 
important  part  not  only  in  exercising 
the  regulatory  powers  but  also  in  seek- 
ing to  encourage  the  development  of 
new  and  improved  drugs.  The  pro- 
cedure under  the  Bill  was  elaborate. 
However,  he  felt  that  the  public  were 
entitled  to  know  the  reasons  behind 
any  advice  given  and  the  eventual  de- 
cisions. At  no  stage  in  the  procedures 
laid  down  was  there  any  right  of  pub- 
lic appeal.  Establishment  of  an  open 
and  public  right  of  appeal  would  in 
no  way  impair  the  operation  of  Clause 
20  and  would  leave  those  concerned 
with  its  administration  satisfied  that, 
though  the  decision  might  have  gone 
against  them,  the  law  was  at  work. 

Lord  Fraser  also  declared  an  interest 
as  being  a  director  of  a  pharmaceu- 
tical company.  He  was  not  sure  how 
the  exemption  Clause  in  respect  of 
exports   should   be   read.   A  product 


could  be  refused  a  licence  to  be  sold 
in  the  United  Kingdom  but  not  to  be 
sold  overseas.  But  it  could  not  be  sold 
overseas  if  it  had  no  background  mar- 
keting in  the  United  Kingdom,  so  it 
was  not  quite  true  to  say  that  exports 
were  not  affected.  They  would  be  affec- 
ted by  the  slowing-up  process,  as  well 
as  by  the  interfering  process,  and  the 
taxpayer  would  pay. 

Lord  Segal  felt  that  a  clear  case 
had  yet  to  be  made  for  any  new 
pharmaceutical  products  licensed  by 
the  new  licensing  authority  appearing 
under  new  brand  names.  A  satisfac- 
tory answer  could  be  found  if  the 
licensing  authority  were  to  revert  to 
an  old  custom  of  giving  any  new  pro- 
duct the  name  or  the  initials  of  the 
manufacturing  company  and  following 
it  by  a  designated  number.  That  also 
preserved  the  anonymity  of  the  drug 
in  cases  where  its  identification  ought 
to  be  withheld  from  the  patient. 

Lord  Auckland  wanted  to  know  in 
more  detail  what  would  be  the  powers 
of  the  Medicines  Commission,  and  he 
pointed  out  that  the  export  record  in 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  was 
second  to  none.  That  would  not  be  the 
case  if  the  marketing  of  those  involved 
in  it  were  as  bad  as  had  been  sug- 
gested in  some  quarters.  He  asked  how 
the  general  sales  list  was  to  be  com- 
piled. He  was  also  worried  at  the 
number  of  drugs  that  could  be  ob- 
tained from  slot  machines. 

Baroness  Elliot  made  an  appeal 
that  somebody  representing  the  con- 
sumers of  medicine  should  be  included 
on  the  Medicines  Commission. 


IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


MR.  ANTHONY  CROSLAND  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade),  announced 
on  July  2  that,  in  consultation  with  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  he  had 
appointed  a  committee  to  make  a  wide- 
ranging  review  of  consumer  credit. 
The  committee  would  have  the  follow- 
ing terms  of  reference :  —  (i)  to  inquire 
into  the  present  law  and  practice 
governing  the  provision  of  credit  to 
individuals  for  financing  purchases  of 
goods  and  services  for  personal  con- 
sumption; (ii)  to  consider  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  exist- 
ing and  possible  alternative  arrange- 
ments for  providing  such  credit,  having 
regard  to  the  interests  of  consumers, 
traders  and  suppliers  of  credit  includ- 
ing depositors;  (iii)  to  consider  in  par- 
ticular whether  any  amendment  of  the 
Moneylenders  Acts  is  desirable;  and 
(iv)  to  make  recommendations.  The 
chairman  is  Lord  Crowther.  The  names 
of  other  members  will  be  announced 
later. 

Amalgamation  of  Ministries 

The  Prime  Minister  was  asked  by  Mr. 
L.  Pavitt  on  July  2  if  he  would  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Council,  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  the  Minister  for  Social 
Security,  with  a  view  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  declaration  of  policy  for  the 
N.H.S.  as  and  when  economic  condi- 
tions improved. 

Mr.  Harold  Wilson  (Prime 
Minister)  said  the  House  knew  that  the 


Lord  President  of  the  Council  was 
supervising  the  planning  and  timetable 
for  amalgamation  of  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Social  Security.  The 
policies  for  the  development  of  the 
N.H.S.  were  kept  under  continuous 
review  but  no  early  statement  was  in 
prospect.  When  Mr.  Pavitt  asked  for 
a  reaffirmation  that  it  remained  the 
Government's  policy  to  restore  the 
principle  of  "free  of  payment  at  the 
time  of  need"  in  the  health  services, 
Mr.  Wilson  said  "I  will  confirm  that 
when  the  economic  situation  permits 
more  expenditure  on  the  N.H.S.  we 
shall  consider  that  proposal  against 
other  high  priorities  in  the  matter  of 
the  Health  Service.  No  decision  has 
been  taken.  It  is  certainly  premature  at 
this  stage  to  feel  that  we  are  in  a 
position  to  begin  thinking  about  it." 

Drug  Addicts  in  Scotland 

Only  sixteen  drug  addicts  have  been 
notified  in  Scotland  under  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  (Notification  of  Addicts) 
Regulations.  Mr.  Bruce  Millan  said 
on  July  3  when  replying  to  Mr.  J. 
Brewis. 

Prescription  Charges 

Mr.  D.  Dewar  asked  the  Secretary 
for  Scotland  on  July  3,  what  he  esti- 
mated the  cost  to  be  of  exempting 
from  the  payment  of  prescription 
charges  those  women  between  the  ages 
of  sixty  and  sixty-five  years  who  were 
in  receipt  of  a  retirement  pension,  and 
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how  many  persons  would  be  affected. 
Mr.  Bruce  Millan  (Under  Secretary): 
It  is  not  possible  to  provide  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  exempting  this  sec- 
tion of  the  population.  The  latest 
available  figure  for  the  number  of 
women  you  mention  is  68,300.  Mr.  I. 
MacArthur  :  Will  you  consider  the 
difficulties  faced  by  elderly  people  in 
remote  areas  in  following  the  pro- 
cedures required  of  them  now?  Will 
you  bear  in  mind  that  there  is  a  need 
for  flexibility  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  people  living  some  way  away  from 
a  chemist  in  the  local  town?  Mr. 
Millan:  I  am  not  sure  what  these  dif- 
ficulties are  which  are  peculiar  to 
people  living  in  remoter  areas.  If  you 
like  to  send  me  details  I  will  look  at 
them. 

Fees  for  Reporting  Addicts 

Mr.  Pavitt  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  if  he  would  take  steps  to  pro- 
vide a  separate  fee  to  general  practi- 
tioners for  each  case  of  dependence 
upon  soft  drugs  reported  to  the  local 
health  authority. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  (Minister  of 
Health)  said  "No."  The  cases  were  not 
statutorily  notifiable  to  local  health 
authorities  and  he  did  not  think  it 
would  be  right  to  offer  financial  in- 
ducements for  such  notification. 

Trade  Descriptions  Act 

Mrs.  Gwyneth  Dunwoody  in  a 
written  reply  to  Mr.  Pavitt  on  July  3 
stated  that  she  was  considering 
whether  a  leaflet  concerning  the  Trade 
Descriptions  Act  would  be  useful  to 
consumers.  Mr.  Pavitt  had  suggested 
leaflets  for  the  guidance  of  consumers 
and  shop  assistants. 

Sale  of  Quinine 

Mr.  E.  Luard  asked  the  Home 
Secretary  what  action  he  had  taken  in 
the  light  of  the  report  of  the  Poisons 
Board  concerning  the  sale  of  quinine. 
Mr.  Elyston  Morgan  (Under  Secre- 
tary of  State)  in  a  written  answer  on 
July  4  said  that  the  Home  Secretary 
had  asked  the  Poisons  Board  when  it 
met  the  next  day  to  review  its  earlier 
recommendations  in  the  light  of  further 
representations  from  manufacturers. 
He  hoped  that  the  matter  could  then  be 
brought  to  a  conclusion. 

Committee  on  Drug  Dependence 

In  written  answers  on  July  5  Mr. 
Elyston  Morgan  informed  Mr.  L. 
Spriggs  that  the  Home  Secretary  had 
no  plans  to  amend  the  constitution 
and  terms  of  reference  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Drug  Dependence  and 
that  the  Committee's  report  on  the  use 
of  cannabis  was  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted "towards  the  end  of  this  year". 

Hospital  Building  in  Scotland 

A  statement  on  the  progress  of  the 
Scottish  hospital  building  programme 
was  given  in  a  written  answer  by  Mr. 
William  Ross  (Secretary  of  State)  to 
Mr.  A.  Hunter  on  July  5.  £13.6 
million  was  estimated  to  have  been 
spent  during  the  year  ended  March  31 
compared  with  £9.9  million  in  1965-66 
and  £12  million  in  1966-67.  Schemes  in 
progress  on  March  31  were  estimated 
to  cost  £46,880,000.  Included   in  the 


schemes  completed  in  1967-68  was  a 
new  pharmacy  at  Southern  General 
Hospital.  Glasgow,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £106,000. 

Health  Service  Expenditure  in  Wales 

Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  said  to  Mr. 
L.  Abse  in  a  written  answer  on  July  8 
that  the  gross  expenditure  on  the 
National  Health  Service  in  Wales,  in- 
cluding the  gross  revenue  expenditure 


by  local  health  authorities  was  £53.6 
million  in  1963-64  and  estimated  to  be 
£78.2  million  in  1967-68.  In  a  similar 
reply  to  Mr.  E.  Hooson  on  the  same 
day  Mr.  Robinson  said  the  total  ex- 
penditure on  health  and  welfare  ser- 
vices in  Wales  and  Monmouth  was 
estimated  to  be  £83.9  million  in  1967-68 
representing  approximately  5.1  per  cent, 
of  the  comparable  expenditure  in  Great 
Britain  for  that  year. 


THEFT  OF  A  LORRY-LOAD  OF  COSMETICS 

Lapse  of  a  temporary  driver 


AFTER  obtaining,  through  an  agency, 
temporary  employment  as  a  driver, 
with  Coty  (England).  Ltd..  at  their 
premises  in  Great  West  Road,  Brent- 
ford, Ronald  Clark,  Lewisham,  stole 
a  £5,396  lorry-load  of  soap,  cosmetics, 
etc..  which  he  had  been  sent  out  to 
deliver.  Middlesex  area  sessions  were 
told  on  July  4.  For  that  offence,  to 
which  he  pleaded  guilty,  he  was  sent 
to    prison    for    two-and-a-half  years. 

Stolen  Licence 

He  had  also  admitted  receiving  a 
stolen  driving  licence  and  driving  while 
disqualified,  and  being  in  breach  of  a 
conditional  discharge.  For  these 
offences  he  received  further  (consecu- 
tive) sentences  totalling  nine  months, 
making  three  years  and  three  months 
in  all.  He  was  disqualified  from  driving 
for  two  years,  consecutive  to  the  exist- 
ing disqualification  of  three  years  im- 
posed in  March  1966.  Prosecuting 
counsel  said  that,  on  September  1, 
defendant  went  to  a  firm  which  hired 
out  staff  on  a  temporary  basis  and 
asked  for  employment  as  a  driver.  He 
produced  a  driving  licence  that  had 
been  lost  about  three  weeks  previously 
by  a  lorry  driver,  and  gave  the  lorry 
driver's  name.  He  was  given  employ- 
ment by  Messrs.  Coty.  Clark,  said 
counsel,  took  out  a  load  in  the  morn- 
ing of  September  4.  and  delivered  it, 
but  in  the  afternoon  took  out  another 
load,  which  never  arrived  at  its  desti- 
nation. The  lorrvwas  found  abandoned. 

In  April,  Clark  was  seen  by 
a  police  officer,  and  said  to  him : 
"Why  have  you  taken  all  this  time?" 
After  denying  that  he  had  committed 
the  offences,  he  later  remarked :  "It's 
down  to  me!  What  shall  I  get?" 
A  detective-constable  reported  that 
the  defendant  had  been  bound  over 
in  1948  for  stealing  from  an  un- 
attended van.  He  had  been  put  on  pro- 
bation in  1955  for  larceny  as  a  servant 
and  had  since  had  four  convictions, 
including  one  for  office-breaking,  for 
which  he  had  received  two  years'  im- 
prisonment. In  July  1967  he  had  been 
fined  and  conditionally  discharged  for 
twelve  months  for  attempting  to  steal  a 
car  and  being  a  suspected  person.  He 
had  been  self-employed  as  a  window- 
cleaner  and  painter  and  decorator.  A 
married  man  with  one  daughter,  he 
had  been  separated  since  July  1967  and 
was  living  with  a  girl  friend. 

For  the  defence  it  was  said  that, 
largely  as  a  result  of  an  accident  in 
August  1965,  in  which  he  had  sus- 
tained severe  injuries,  the  defendant 
had  been  unable  to  obtain  employ- 
ment when  he  came  out  after  serving 
a  prison  sentence  in  1966.  He  was  not 


normally  work-shy  and  had  tried  to 
keep  out  of  trouble.  The  time  came 
when  he  was  offered  a  stolen  driving 
licence  and  he  fell  to  the  temptation 
of  using  it  to  obtain  a  driving  job. 
It  was  not  part  of  the  arrangement  to 
use  the  licence  for  further  dishonesty, 
but  when  he  found  himself  in  charge 
of  a  valuable  lorry-load,  having  a  lot 
of  debt  on  his  back  at  the  time,  he 
telephoned  somebody  he  knew  and  was 
offered  £250  for  the  load.  That  money 
had  since  been  spent.  Clark's  marriage 
was  almost  certainly  at  an  end,  said 
counsel,  but  he  wanted  to  marry  the 
lady  who  had  been  mentioned.  He  had 
been  paying  maintenance  to  his  wife. 

The  chairman  said  the  offences  were 
serious  but  the  bench  would  accept 
that,  when  the  defendant  obtained  the 
driving  licence,  he  did  so  in  order  to 
get  a  better  job  and  not  because  he 
was  planning  a  larceny.

Bankruptcy  Hearing 

When  Mr.  Kenneth  Moseley,  M.P.S., 
254  Main  Road,  Duston,  Northampton, 
appeared  before  Northampton  bank- 
ruptcy court  on  July  5,  he  agreed  with 
the  official  receiver  that  his  bankruptcy 
had  arisen  wholly  out  of  an  Inland 
Revenue  tax  claim  for  just  over  £1.200. 
Mr.  Moseley,  who  admitted  a  defici- 
ency of  £947,  said  it  summed  up  his 
whole  case  because  he  had  failed  over 
a  period  of  years  to  fill  and  return  his 
income-tax  forms,  nor  did  he  contest 
the  assessments.  As  a  result,  he  had 
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paid  tax  only  as  a  single  man.  He  had 
qualined  as  a  pharmacist  in  1927  and 
in  1941  purchased  a  business  at  60  St. 
Giles  Street.  Northampton,  for  about 
£600,  paying  off  at  £12  a  month.  Later 
he  took  over  the  tenancy  of  premises  at 
46  Main  Road,  Duston,  buying  it  in 
1942  for  £500,  payable  in  monthly  in- 
stalments. That  business  was  trans- 
ferred to  his  wife  by  deed  of  gift  while 
he  continued  the  St.  Giles  Street  busi- 
ness. In  1948  he  had  to  raise  £1,000  to 
meet  tax  demands,  and  in  1958,  when 
the  Duston  business  was  sold  for  about 
£4,500,  he  put  some  of  the  proceeds 
back  into  the  capital  of  his  St.  Giles 
Street  business.  While  trading  he  was 
sued  or  threatened  with  proceedings  by 
various  suppliers  because  he  had  over- 
looked the  accounts.  "This  was  due  to 
poor  business  administration",  he  said. 
The  case  was  adjourned  for  closing.

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CONTRACTORS'  COMMITTEE  CRITICISED 

North-East  Londoners'  grounds  for  seeking  reconstitution 


The  following  letter  has  been  received 
from  the  North-east  London  Pharma- 
ceutical subcommittee  for  reconstitut- 
ing the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee. 

Direct  Representation 

Sir, — May  we,  through  the  courtesy 
of  your  columns,  place  before  the 
chemist  contractors  of  England  and 
Wales  the  following  important  facts. 
In  February  of  this  year  the  North-east 
London  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
published  proposals  to  enable  contrac- 
tors to  be  directly  represented  at  Cen- 
tral Committee  level  by  six  members 
elected  from  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  thus  providing  a  valuable 
and  necessary  link  between  them.  With- 
in weeks  of  describing  these  proposals 
as  "pointless  and  futile"'  the  central 
committee  was  forced  to  admit  that 
our  criticism  of  communication  and 
liaison  was  fully  justified  and  pro- 
duced a  veritable  spate  of  progress  re- 
ports and  consultation  requests.  We 
are,  however,  dismayed  by  their  current 
activities  (and  inactivities)  regarding  the 
new  prescription  charges.  Incredibly, 
the  central  committee  recommended 
acceptance  of  an  interim  penny  per 
item  until  September  to  be  replaced  by 
an  increase  of  j  per  cent,  on-cost, 
thereafter.  The  North-east  London 
Committee  was  one  of  only  a  few 
which  rejected  this  offer  as  providing 
grossly  inadequate  compensation  for 
the  work  involved.  It  rejected  outright 
the  central  committee's  contention  that 
the  pence  paid  in  respect  of  exempt 
prescriptions  would  effectively  double 
the  compensation  in  respect  of  charge- 
able ones.  It  has  taken  the  central 
committee  just  under  a  month  to  dis- 
cover the  obvious,  namely,  that  the 
exempt  section  creates  even  greater 
problems  than  the  chargeable  —  and 
having  misled  the  majority  of  local 
committees  into  accepting  their  nego- 
tiated offer,  they  now  reappear  in 
print  solemnly  echoing  the  words  of 
North-east  London,  that  the  remunera- 
tion is  inadequate.  We  had  protested 
that  the  minimum  acceptable  figure 
should  be  an  immediate  and  perma- 
nent penny  per  item  plus  a  concurrent 
increase  of  j  per  cent,  in  on-cost.  It  is 
thus  evident  that  on  two  recent  major 
matters  of  pharmaceutical  politics,  the 
North-east  London  Committee  has  been 
proved  substantially  correct.  It  now 
appears  that  the  bright  new  world  of 
liaison  is  again  entering  eclipse.  After 
almost  unanimous  rejection  of  the 
Minister's  embossed  card  scheme  by 
local  committees  (C.  &  D.,  April  6, 
p.  310)  the  central  committee  told  the 
Minister  of  Health  that  the  scheme  was 
unacceptable.  Some  six  weeks  later 
(C.  &  D.,  May  4,  p.  390)  we  were  told 
that  the  Government  intended  to  in- 
troduce a  permanent  exemption 
scheme,  involving  the  use  of  embossed 
cards,  at  a  later  date.  There  has  been 
not  one  word  of  protest  or  enlighten- 
ment from  our  central  committee  and 
we  are  left  to  guess  at  their  reaction 
(if  any)  on  our  behalf.  To  date,  some 


45  per  cent,  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees have  replied  to  our  suggestions 
for  reconstitution  of  the  central  com- 
mittee and  the  majority  of  these  are 
in  favour  of  local  representation.  May 
we  now  appeal  to  individual  contrac- 
tors— if  you  share  our  concern  and 
our  conviction  that  a  direct  link  be- 
tween local  and  central  committees 
would  further  the  interests  of  us  all 
— then  please  write  at  once  to  your 
local   committee  and  let  them  know 


that  it  is  your  wish  that  the  proposals 
be  examined  in  detail.  If  they  are 
among  those  who  have  already  dealt 
with  our  letter,  it  can  only  serve  to 
encourage  them.  If  not,  it  may  serve  to 
urge  them  to  act  now,  before  it  is  too 
late,  and  we  are  again  urged  by  our 
own  negotiators  to  accept  inadequate 
compensation  for  unworkable  schemes 
or — even  worse — informed  that  further 
discussion  indicates  a  continuing  over- 
payment of  a  profession  which,  with- 
out doubt,  puts  in  longer  hours  and 
receives  less  remuneration  for  them, 
than  any  comparable  profession  in  this 
country.

5.  If  the  payment  for  administering  the 

oxygen  service  were  offered  to  per- 
sonnel in  other  walks  of  life,  it 
would  be  greeted   with  roars  of 
sarcastic  laughter. 
After  many  years,  I  can  only  con- 
clude that  retail  pharmacy  is  like  a 
camel  with  an  incredibly  strong  back, 
or  a  man  with  a  jellied  spine.

Poser  Solution 

INTERPRETATION  of  last 
"poser"  is  "Anusol  Oint." 
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A  "New  Penny"  for  the  Scots 

Though  Scottish  contractors  have  not  gained  all  they 
hoped  and  wished  from  the  single  arbiter  who  was 
made  known,  with  commendable  speed  (p.  26),  his 
findings  on  what  they  should  be  paid  for  operating 
the  prescription-charge  exemption  scheme,  they  must 
feel  that  their  rejection  of  the  Minister's  figure  was  not 
entirely  in  vain.  Not  only  is  their  payment  of  16d. 
a  considerable  improvement  on  the  original  10d.,  but 
some  of  the  Arbiter's  remarks  in  his  issued  statement 
show  him  to  have  come  into  the  dispute  with  an  open 
mind  and  to  have  accepted  and  been  influenced  by 
some  of  the  arguments  and  evidence  they  put  forward. 

That  reception  is  rather  different  from  what  was 
forthcoming  from  St.  Andrews  House  when  the  Phar- 
maceutical General  Council  put  in  its  courteously 
worded  but  undeniably  firm  and  rational  statement  of 
objections  to  the  interim  exemption  scheme  when  it 
was  first  put  forward.  The  Council's  letter  had  pointed 
out,  quite  truthfully,  that  Scottish  chemists,  right  from 
the  start  of  the  National  Health  Service,  had  co- 
operated with  successive  Governments  in  setting  up  the 
machinery  for  providing  a  first-class  pharmaceutical 
service.  Never  previously,  however,  said  the  letter,  had 
an  administrative  proposal  been  so  universally  and 
promptly  condemned.  The  scheme  would  do  more  than 
face  chemists,  as  the  last  link  in  the  chain  of  supply 
of  medicine  to  the  patient,  with  problems.  It  would 
jeopardise  the  good  relationship  that,  since  1948,  had 
existed  between  chemists  and  their  prescription  cus- 
tomers. The  Scottish  contractors'  twenty  years  of  co- 
operative service  entitled  them,  we  consider,  to  point 
out  that  the  scheme  "bristles  with  difficulties"  and  to 
add  the  rather  stronger  condemnation  that  it  "is  wide 
open  to  fraud."  Yet  though  the  Secretary  of  State  said 
on  April  11  that  he  had  "taken  note  of  the  objections" 
he  took,  in  fact,  no  notice  of  them.  He  had  by  that 
time  "reached  the  conclusion"  that  it  was  "necessary 
to  introduce  as  a  matter  of  urgency  an  interim  scheme 
on  the  lines  indicated." 

It  is  fair  and  reasonable  in  our  view  that,  having 
imposed  on  them  a  scheme  in  which  they  had  pointed 
out  so  many  causes  of  fault  and  frustration,  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  should  be  prepared  to  recompense  fairly 
those  who  have  to  operate  it.  The  arbiter's  finding 
obliges  him  to  revise  his  ideas  on  what  that  level  should 
be.  The  new  figure  of  16d.  was  arrived  at  by  the 
arbiter  on  statistical  considerations  after  being  pro- 
vided with  evidence  of  the  time  actually  taken  by  a 
number  of  contractors  in  handling  the  questions  of 


customers  who  did  not  know  whether  they  were  en- 
titled to  exemptions  or  not.  The  figure  will  be  recog- 
nised as  fair.  Nobody  expected  it  to  be  generous. 

Consumer  Protection  or  Widest  Sales 

"This  Bill  is  really  no  more  and  no  less  than  a  measure 
of  consumer  protection  .  .  .  What  it  is  about  is  the 
safety,  efficacy  and  quality  of  drugs  and  the  descriptions 
and  advertisement  of  drugs."  That  is  how  Lord  Kennet, 
who  introduced  the  second  reading  of  the  Medicines 
Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords,  described  it  on  luly  4. 

But  there  are  different  ideas  of  consumer  protection, 
sometimes  producing  unusual  contributions  from  sec- 
tional interests.  The  grocery  trade,  for  example,  is 
currently  claiming  that  the  efforts  to  "back  up  the  fight" 
against  the  "chemists  only"  provision  in  the  Bill  are 
supported  by  the  Consumer  Council.  The  Grocers' 
Gazette  (July  6)  reports  test  purchases  of  large  quan- 
tities of  aspirin  tablets  in  chemist  shops,  both  by  that 
Council  and  by  the  Grocers'  Federation.  "One  of  the 
pharmaceutical  trade's  strongest  arguments — that  che- 
mists are  qualified  to,  and  in  fact  do,  give  advice  to 
customers  —  has  come  under  fire,"  it  is  asserted.  The 
test  purchases  referred  to  "have  tended  to  invalidate 
this  argument."  In  both  tests,  purchases  were  made  (in 
branches  of  the  multiples)  of  bottles  of  1,000  aspirin 
tablets  with  no  questions  asked.  According  to  the 
Grocers'  Gazette,  the  Consumer  Council  drew  the  con- 
clusion that  pharmacists  exercised  no  more  control  over 
the  sale  of  analgesics  than  did  supermarkets.  They  were 
prepared  to  sell  in  large  quantities  and  gave  no  advice 
whatsoever.  The  Consumer  Council,  according  to 
The  Grocer  (July  6),  takes  the  line  that,  if  aspirin 
tablets  are  dangerous,  they  should  be  placed  on  pre- 
scription. Until  they  are,  there  should  be  no  restriction 
of  sales  to  pharmacies.  The  paper  refers  to  the  "large 
drug  houses  .  .  .  spending  a  great  deal  of  money  in 
sales  promotion."  It  declares  that,  although  at  this  stage 
they  are  not  getting  into  the  fight  because  they  are  in 
the  unhappy  position  of  distributing  to  both  sections, 
"it  is  nonetheless  obvious  that  any  chemist  monopoly 
would  not  be  advantageous  to  them."  The  Grocer  goes 
on  "The  retail  chemist  trade  —  apart  from  Boots, 
Timothy  Whites  and  a  few  others —  is  becoming  noted 
for  its  reactionary  views  as  well  as  the  low  standards 
of  shopping  facilities  offered  to  the  public.  This  is 
worrying  suppliers,  who  must  seek  wider  and  more 
progressive  retailing  sections."  The  assumption  is  that 
all  grocers'  shops  offer  superior  standards.  Yet  the  basis 
of  claims  by  the  grocers'  protagonists  in  the  Parlia- 
mentary debates  has  been  the  greater  numbers  of  small 
local  shops  and  their  out-of-the-ordinary  shopping 
hours.  The  fundamental  question  is  whether  "progres- 
sive retailing"  and  "consumer  protection"  can  be 
applied  simultaneously  in  the  merchandising  of 
medicines.  That  is  the  problem  the  Medicines  Bill  tries 
to  solve,  and  the  reason  for  the  "in  fighting"  now  taking 
place.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

RESOLUTION  ON  ELECTION  RESULTS  REJECTED 

A  New  Education  Committee 


THE  Council  of  the  Society  at  its  July  meeting  noted 
that  the  Organisation  Committee  had  considered  a 
resolution  from  the  Swindon  Branch:  "That  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  meeting  that  it  would  stimulate  interest  in 
the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
if  votes  recorded  for  election  of  Council  members  were 
counted  prior  to  the  meeting,  so  that  results  could  be 
announced  on  the  day  of  the  meeting."  The  Committee  had 
recommended  that  the  resolution  should  not  be  accepted, 
and  that  a  draft  reply,  similar  to  the  comments  made  by 
Council  at  the  Branch  Represenatives'  meeting  should  be 
submitted  to  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott  said  the  resolution  was  a  good  one 
that  should  be  adopted.  He  moved  its  reference  back  to 
the  Committee.  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  (chairman,  Organ- 
isation Committee)  said  that  the  Committee  had  discussed 
the  matter  fully,  and  he  doubted  whether  it  would  come  to 
an  alternative  decision  if  it  were  referred  back.  He  sug- 
gested a  straight  vote.  On  a  vote  the  motion  to  refer  the 
matter  back  to  the  Committee  was  lost,  and  the  recom- 
mendation "That  this  resolution  be  not  accepted"  was 
carried. 

The  Organisation  Committee  also  reported  that  Mr.  G. 
Bryan  (chief  pharmacist,  Middlesex  Hospital)  had  reluct- 
antly resigned  from  the  Adjudicating  Committee  owing  to  a 
staff  shortage  in  his  pharmacy.  It  was  agreed  to  send  Mr. 
Bryan  a  letter  expressing  the  Council's  appreciation  of  his 
services.  Dr.  W.  R.  L.  Brown  (chief  pharmacist,  St 
Bartholomew's  Hospital)  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Committee  had  also  considered  the  composition  and 
work  of  the  Committee  for  Education  and  Science.  One 
of  the  main  reasons  for  that  Committee's  formation  had 
been  to  provide  a  means  for  bringing  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences.  It  was  felt  that  reports  of  the  Department's  work 
could  best  be  referred  to  Council  through  an  appropriate 
Standing  Committee,  and  that  some  other  method  should 
be  considered  of  dealing  with  the  overall  scientific  policy  of 
the  Society.  It  was  also  considered  that  the  work  of  the 
Registration  Committee,  and  all  other  matters  relating  to 
pharmaceutical  education,  should  be  considered  by  a  single 
committee  whose  terms  of  reference  should  be  to  deal  with 
all  matters  relating  to  pharmaceutical  education. 

It  was  recommended : 

i)  That  the  Registration  Committee  and  Committee  for  Educa- 
tion and  Science  be  discontinued  and  suitable  letters  sent  to  all 
persons  serving  as  co-opted  members  expressing  Council's 
appreciation  for  the  service  they  have  given. 

ii)  That,  in  future,  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences  be  referred  to  Council  through  appropri- 
ate standing  committees,  depending  upon  their  contents. 

iii)  That  an  Education  Committee  be  formed  consisting  of  ten 
Council  members  and  five  heads  of  schools  of  pharmacy  repre- 
senting the  different  types  of  universities  and  colleges. 

iv)  That  further  consideration  be  given  to  the  means  of 
formulating  the  scientific  policy  of  the  Society. 

The  recommendations  were  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Practice  Committee 

Minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Practice  Committee  and 
subcommittees  on  agricultural  and  veterinary  practice  and 
on  hospital  practice  were  presented  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr 
(chairman.  Practice  Committee).  The  minutes  stated  that 
the  Home  Office  had  warmly  welcomed  a  memorandum 
(agreed  with  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union)  giving 
advice  on  the  organisation  of  local  drug-collection  schemes, 
that  had  been  prepared  for  circulation  to  branch  secre- 
taries, and  it  was  agreed  to  send  copies  of  the  memorandum 
to  branch  secretaries. 


When  correspondence  between  the  Society  and  the 
British  Medical  Association  on  the  labelling  of  container; 
of  dispensed  medicines  with  the  name  of  the  preparatior 
dispensed  came  to  be  considered,  it  was  reported  that  tht 
B.M.A.  would  accept  the  proposition  that  the  letters  "N.P.' 
should  be  printed  on  prescription  forms,  the  pharmacis 
labelling  with  the  name  of  the  preparation  unless  the  pre 
scriber  deleted  those  letters. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  Society's  representative 
should  confirm  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  Joint  Formulae 
Committee,  the  Society's  acceptance  in  principle  of  auto 
matic  "proper  name"  labelling,  provided  the  pharmacis 
had  a  direction  in  each  case  and  that  the  nature  of  thi 
direction  was  acceptable.  At  that  July  meeting  the  Society' 
representatives  would  also  point  out  that  the  question  o 
guidance  to  be  given  on  labelling  in  the  British  Nationa 
Formulary,  1969,  should  again  be  carefully  considered 
in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemis 
Contractors)  Committee  that  it  could  not  accept  the  pro 
posal  that  containers  should  be  labelled  with  the  name  o 
their  contents  unless  the  prescriber  directed  otherwise. 

Agreement  with  Doctors  on  Medical  Samples 

General  agreement  had  been  reached  at  a  meeting  wid 
representatives  of  the  B.M.A.  in  May  that  it  was  undesii 
able  for  medical  samples  to  be  carried  by  representatives 
The  feeling  had  been  that,  if  a  doctor  wanted  a  particula 
sample,  he  should  sign  a  postcard  provided  by  the  repre 
sentative  and  send  it  to  the  company,  which  would  the 
forward  a  sample.  The  joint  meeting  had  recommended  tha 
appropriate  representations  on  the  subject  should  be  mad 
jointly  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  the  recommendatio 
had  not  been  adopted  by  the  B.M.A.  Council.  The  Practic 
Committee  recommended  sending  a  letter  to  the  B.M.A 
setting  out  the  reasons  for  the  Society's  views  and  askin 
for  the  Association  to  reconsider  the  matter. 

Difficulties    encountered  by   pharmacists   in  contactin 
prescribers  had  also  been  discussed  at  the  joint  meetin 
with  representatives  of  the  B.M.A.  A  letter  had  been  sent  t 
the  General  Medical  Services  Committee  (see  C.  &  £>.,  Jul 
6,  p.  1)  who  replied  that,  in  their  view  the  problem  wail 
localised  and  small  and  did  not  call  for  central  action.  Thl 
suggestion  had  been  made  that  pharmacists  unable  to  makl 
satisfactory  arrangements  should  consider  raising  the  mattel 
(through  their  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee)  with  thl 
Local  Medical  Committee.  The  Practice  Committee  recorrl 
mended  replying  that  the  problem  was  not  localised  anlj 
small,  and  requesting  that  a  suitable  circular  letter  shoull 
be  sent  to  Local  Medical  Committees. 

The  Committee  also  recommended  representations  to  thl 
Ministry  of  Health  that  persons  in  receipt  of  old  age  pei| 
sions  should  be  exempted  from  prescription  charges. 

For  the  next  Agricultural  and  Veterinary  Practice  Grou  j 
area  meeting,  recommended  to  be  held  in  the  area  of  thfl 
Cambridge,  Huntingdon  and  District  Branch  on  Novembel 
11,  the  theme  suggested  was  "Agricultural  and  Veterinaifl 
Practice  Pharmacy  Business".  Also  proposed  was  a  grou 
meeting  in  the  area  of  the  Shropshire  and  Montgomery! 
shire  branch,  if  possible  during  February  1969. 

The  Practice  Committee  recommended  the  holding  of  j 
week-end  course  on  "Animal  Health  and  Husbandry"  i  j 
the  Sunderland  School  of  Pharmacy  from  the  evening  c| 
September  20  to  the  afternoon  of  September  22,  details  tl 
be  announced  later. 

The  hospital  practice  subcommittee  had  agreed  to  scl 
up  a  small  working  party  to  consider  the  evidence  thtii 
Society  should  submit  to  the  Noel  Hall  working  party  int  i 
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the  salary  and  career  structure  in  hospital  pharmacy.  The 
recommendations  were  adopted. 

Law  Committee 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Law  Committee, 
presented  by  Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott  (chairman),  recorded 
that,  during  May,  the  premises  of  884  authorised  sellers  and 
133  traders  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors  and 
the  premises  of  345  traders  by  the  Society's  agents.  Ten 
cases  of  alleged  infringements  of  the  laws  relating  to 
pharmacy  had  been  considered  by  the  Committee,  and 
warning  letters  had  been  sent  to  two  authorised  sellers  and 
four  traders  in  respect  of  minor  breaches  of  the  law,  and 
to  eight  market  traders  in  respect  of  sales  of  medicines  con- 
trary to  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  The  recom- 
mendations were  adopted. 

Undesirable  Title 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Ethical  Committee, 
presented  by  Mr.  A.  Aldington,  who  was  elected  chairman 
in  place  of  Mr.  W.  M.  Darling  (now  vice-president),  re- 
vealed that  the  superintendent  pharmacist  of  Chelsea  Drug- 
store, Ltd.  (see  p.  39)  had  been  informed  that  the  registered 
title  of  the  company  was  undesirable  owing  to  the  inclusion 
of  a  place  name  and  the  word  "drugstore."  In  a  reply,  the 
company's  managing  director  had  said  that  the  site  of  a 
public  house  known  as  the  White  Hart  had  been  used 
and  that  the  altered  liquor  licence  had  been  carried  forward 
in  that  name.  Registration,  he  suggested,  could  also  be 
effected  in  that  name  to  avoid  objection  to  the  name 
"drugstore."  The  committee  had  recommended  that  the 
company  should  be  asked  to  discuss  with  the  Society  the 
whole  nature  of  its  business. 

Following  an  advertisement  in  the  Radio  Times  for  "One 
shilling  off  Optrex,"  Optrex,  Ltd.,  Greenford,  Middlesex,  had 
been  reminded  of  the  Society's  document  on  the  sales  pro- 
motion of  medicines.  The  company  had  stated  that  it  always 
endeavoured  to  support  the  Society  in  its  aims,  but  felt  that 
it  must  await  the  new  Medicines  Act  in  order  to  determine 
within  which  categories  its  products  fell. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Planned 
Distribution  of  Pharmacies  were  presented  by  the  president 
(Mr.  H.  Howells).  The  Committee  had  agreed  that,  in  any 
discussions  on  the  subject,  the  part  that  hospital  pharmacy 
might  play  in  providing  a  planned  pharmaceutical  service 
should  not  be  overlooked,  and  recommended  that  the  Com- 
mittee's name  should  be  changed  to  "Committee  on  a 
Planned  Pharmaceutical  Service."  The  circumstances  lead- 
ing to  the  setting  up  of  the  Committee  were  reviewed, 
and  in  discussion  it  was  emphasised  that  the  end-product 
of  the  Committee's  work  was  intended  to  be  a  document 
that  could  be  presented  to  the  Government  with  a  view 
to  securing  legislation  to  provide  for  the  planning  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service  in  Britain.  There  was  no  question 
of  introducing  a  "plan"  without  legislative  backing.  It  was 
recommended  that  the  terms  of  reference  of  the  Committee 
should  be  set  out  in  more  detail  and  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee at  the  next  meeting.  Discussion  of  the  constitution 
of  the  Committee  brought  out  that  Council  members  on 
the  Committee  were  appointed  by  virtue  of  their  office,  and 
the  suggestion  was  made  that  the  Council  might  consider 
the  question  of  ensuring  a  satisfactory  measure  of  continuity 
in  the  personnel  of  the  Committee,  whose  work  was  likely 
to  cover  several  years.  The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Adams 

The  President,  officers  and  Council  recorded  their  warm 
appreciation  of  the  valuable,  and  now  completed,  service 
rendered  during  the  past  year  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  as  the 
Society's  adviser  on  the  Medicines  Bill.  At  the  conclusion 
of  his  distinguished  career  with  the  Society  the  Society 
extended  to  him  their  most  cordial  wishes  for  his  happiness 
in  retirement. 
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Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  were  presented  by  Miss  M.  A.  Burr  (chairman). 
The  Committee  noted  with  thanks  the  gift  of  fitted  carpets 
and  a  bureau  from  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  Grants  had 
been  made,  or  were  being  recommended  for  two  members, 
six  widows  of  members,  two  dependents  of  members,  and 
in  respect  of  three  orphans. 

SHOP  TOPIC— 8 

The  Personal  Touch 

WHAT  is  the  personal  touch?  In  retailing,  as  a  business 
gets  bigger,  it  tends  to  operate  like  a  machine.  Employees 
become  numbers  on  the  pay-roll,  and  customers  are  apt 
to  become  regarded  as  units  to  be  "processed."  That  is  why 
the  personal  touch,  if  the  independent  pharmacist  plays  it 
thoughtfully,  is  an  ace  card  in  his  hand. 

How  can  the  personal  touch  be  successfully  applied?  If 
your  pharmacy  is  to  become  known  for  it,  the  touch  must 
be  applied  not  only  by  you  as  proprietor,  but  by  every 
sales  person  as  well.  They  will  naturally  take  their  cue  from 
you. 

Yet  even  before  the  co-operation  of  your  employees  can 
become  effective,  the  shop  must  have  the  right  friendly 
"atmosphere."  It  must  be  obvious  to  a  customer  that  re- 
lationships are  not  only  good  between  you  and  the  sales- 
people but  also  among  the  salespeople  themselves. 

Both  kinds  of  good  relations  are  the  proprietor's  respon- 
sibility. If  you  have  engaged  salespeople  with  cheerful  and 
friendly  personalities,  your  task  will  be  all  the  easier.  But 
a  continuing  contribution  from  you  is  also  required.  An 
occasional  kind  word  is  not  enough,  valuable  though  it  is. 
You  must  excite  the  interest  of  employees  in  the  shop  and 
its  work  and  see  that  the  interest  is  maintained.  Interest 
is  the  real  key  both  to  good  service  and  to  the  personal 
touch. 

Team  Leader 

As  proprietor  you  should  see  yourself  less  as  a  "boss" 
and  more  as  a  leader  of  a  team.  Like  every  successful  team 
leader,  you  should  make  sure  that  the  members  know  what 
is  going  on.  How  deep  their  interest  becomes  will  be  much 
influenced  by  how  much  you  tell  them  about  the  business 
— about  new  merchandise  that's  coming  in,  new  sales- 
promotion  programmes,  turnover  targets  and  other  plans 
for  the  future.  Some  traders  are  more  forthcoming  than 
others.  A  few  proprietors  would  find  their  business  would 
progress  more  rapidly  if  there  were  less  "I"  in  their  con- 
versation and  much  more  "We." 

That  happy  atmosphere,  though  necessary,  is  only  the 
foundation  for  the  personal  touch.  The  touch  itself  involves 
treating  each  customer  as  an  individual,  using  his  or  her 
name  whenever  possible  (an  overall  good  memory  is  called 
for),  and  giving  special  attention  to  children.  It  demands, 
too,  a  real  interest  in  people,  a  gift  for  doing  the  un- 
expected, and  a  good  deal  of  imagination.  Whether  they 
come  as  messengers,  to  make  a  small  purchase  of  their 
own  or  accompany  an  adult,  children  deserve  special  atten- 
tion. All  fathers  and  mothers  like  to  see  some  small  fuss 
made  of  their  child,  or  hear  about  it  afterwards.  There  is 
also  the  child's  point  of  view  to  be  considered.  No  child 
likes  to  be  treated  as  of  little  importance. 

A  gift  for  unexpected  helpfulness  is  most  valuable.  Sup- 
pose a  woman  comes  in  on  the  pharmacist's  late  evening — 
yours  perhaps.  She  wants  a  prescription  made  up  for  her 
sick  husband.  "He's  far  from  well.  I  hardly  liked  to  leave 
him  even  to  come  here."  If  you  were  able  to  say  "Then 
don't  wait.  I'll  drop  it  in  on  my  way  home  in  twenty 
minutes'  time,"  such  service  would  make  friends.  That 
would  be  the  personal  touch.

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An  Italian  Manufacturer  sets  up  in  Britain 

LEPETIT,  S.P.A.,  IN  CENTENARY  YEAR  FORMS  BRITISH  SUBSIDIARY 

THE  Italian  chemical  and  pharmaceuti- 
cal manufacturing  company  Lepetit 
S.p.A.,  Milan,  founded  in  1868,  is 
celebrating  its  centenary  in  two  ways. 
At  home  it  has  instituted  a  ''National 
Doctors'  Day,"  in  connection  with 
which  medals  are  being  issued  to  doc- 
tors with  longest  records  in  general 
practice.  There  are  also  competitions 
open  to  newspaper  men  writing  on 
the  social  value  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion in  modern  times,  and  (with  twenty- 
two  regional  prizes)  to  schoolchildren 
writing  on  "Me  and  My  Doctor." 

Secondly  the  company  is  making  a 
determined  entry  into  the  British 
market,  to  which  end  a  new  company, 
Lepetit  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  head- 
quartered at  Dulux  House,  High  Street, 
Slough,  Bucks,  has  been  formed.  From 
August  the  new  company  will  be 
marketing  a  range  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities  initiated,  researched  and 
patented  by  the  parent  company. 

From  offices  in  central  Milan  is 
controlled  a  group  that  includes 
Lepetit  itself,  Richter  (organotherapeu- 
tic  compounds)  and  a  number  of  other 
companies  in  pharmaceuticals,  in  cos- 
metics, and  in  chemicals  for  the  tan- 
ning and  paper  industries.  Global 
turnover  of  the  group  is  over  £45 
million  annually. 

Research  Laboratories 

Pharmaceutical  finished  products  are 
manufactured  principally  at  Bovisa, 
just  outside  Milan,  where  also  are 
located  the  pharmaceutical  research  and 
development  laboratories.  Present  Ita- 
lian law  makes  minimal  provision  for 
writting-off  research  expenditure,  and 
the  prices  of  new  drugs  launched  on 
the  market  are  Government-fixed. 
Despite  those  handicaps  the  company 
spent  on  research  in  1967  the  equiva- 


lent of  several  million  American  dol- 
lars, and  is  budgeting  for  a  steadily 
rising  research  expenditure.  In  addition 
the  group  sponsor  research  projects  at 
universities  and  research  institutes.  It 
has  a  close  association  with  the  Dow 
Chemical  Co.,  Indianapolis.  Indiana, 
U.S.A..  whose  financial  holding  in  the 
Lepetit  group  is  understood  to  be  con- 
siderable. Principal  fields  of  medical 
research  at  Bovisa  are  the  antibiotics, 
anti-inflammatory  compounds  (both 
steroidal  and  non-steroidal),  drugs  with 
effects  on  the  central  nervous  system 
(especially  depressants),  cardiovascular 
drugs  and  drugs  affecting  fertility.  The 
work  is  organised  under  teams,  each 
comprising  chemists,  biologist  and 
pharmacologists,  while  other  groups 
work  on  pharmaceutical,  chemical  and 


fermentation  development.  A  depart- 
ment deals  solely  with  clinical  re- 
search. Though  at  present  Italy 
possesses  nothing  comparable  with  the 
Dunlop  Committee  in  Britain,  a  new 
medical  product  has  to  secure  registra- 
tion before  it  may  be  marketed,  and 
that  involves  the  production  of  full 
documentation  on  the  effects  and  side 
effects  of  a  new  drug.  The  documenta- 
tion must  be  supported  by  the  pub- 
lished results  of  clinical  trials.  Any 
product  that  a  company  proposes  to 
launch  is  "vetted"  by  a  semi-official 
Superior  Research  Institute,  and  pres- 
cribers  must  be  given  access  to  all 
information  about  it. 

In  the  immediate  future  the  group's 
main  allocation  of  research  funds  is 
towards  an  animal  farm  estimated  to 
cost,  with  accom- 
panying laboratory 
facilities,  several 
hundred  thousand 
£s.  The  "farm" 
will  house  150,000 
mice,  50,000  rats, 
200  dogs,  5,000 
rabbits,  and 
5-10,000  guinea 
pigs.

rifamycins,  obtained  from  species  of 
streptomycetes.  In  their  discovery  3,600 
soil  samples  were  examined  and  56,000 
colonies  isolated.  12,500  strains  were 
found  capable  of  producing  antibiotic 
activity,  of  those,  850  were  studied  in 
detail,  yielding  thirteen  antibiotics 
(listed  as  GB229,  amicetine  B,  LA7017, 
matamycin,  LA5352,  LA5937,  rifamy- 
cin  B,  thermorubrin,  azomycin,  ala- 
Qosine,  mycotrienin,  thermothiocin  and 
tetraesin).  One,  rifamycin  (marketed 
under  the  trade-mark  name  Rifocin), 
which  was  isolated  from  Riveria  pine 
forest  soil,  is  understood  to  have  had 
Dunlop  Committee  clearance  in  Bri- 
tain. 

Antibiotics  Manufacture 

Manufacture  of  the  group's  antibio- 
tics is  carried  out  at  a  fermentation 
plant  built  in  1953  on  a  9,000  sq.  yd. 
site  at  Torre  Annunziata,  near,  Naples, 
and  subsequently  much  enlarged.  The 
plant  is  held  to  be  among  the  fore- 
most centres  of  biosynthesis  in  Europe. 
Antibiotics  produced  in  it  include 
tetracycline  (marketed  under  the  Le- 
petit  brand  Ambramycin),  novabiocin 
(Vulcamivina),  and  rifamycins.  Also 
produced  at  Torre  Annunziata  are 
hydrocortisone  and  other  steroids. 
About  one  quarter  of  the  total  output 
of  the  plant  is  for  home  use;  the  re- 
mainder goes  for  export.  At  the  plant 
are  carried  out  all  stages  in  the  produc- 
tion of  an  antibiotic  from  culturing  the 
strain  in  the  laboratory  (using  typed 
material  from  a  refrigerated  "bank") 
so  as  to  obtain  the  quantities  required 
as  inocula  in  the  giant  fermenters  (of 
which  there  are  seven)  to  filtration  and 
separation.  The  resultant  broth  con- 
taining the  antibiotic  undergoes  extrac- 
tion, purification  and  sterilisation,  and 
the  pure  powdered  end-product  is  then 
processed  as  required  to  provide  the 
injectable  or  consumable  dosage  forms 
required. 

The  first  Lepetit  speciality  to  be 
marketed  by  the  company  in  Britain 
will  be  the  bacteriological  antibiotic 
Rifocin-M,  which  underwent  U.K.  ap- 
praisal in  1967.  The  United  Kingdom 
company  will  also  have  export  respon- 
sibility for  the  Australian.  South  Afri- 


can and  New  Zealand  markets.  Its 
managing  director  (Mr.  Stanley  Hunt) 
states  "In  the  past  Lepetit  has  con- 
centrated mainly  in  markets  where 
there  has  been  some  natural  or  historic 
reason  for  involvement,  particularly  in 
Southern  Europe,  South  America,  the 
Middle  and  Far  East,  and  Africa.  An 
expanding  international  research  and 
development  programme  must  ob- 
viously be  supported  by  the  widest 
possible  markets.  Britain  today  has  an 
increasingly   important  role  in  inter- 


A  "DRUG  STORE"  pharmacy  of  the 
type  usually  regarded  as  American  has 
come  to  London  with  the  opening  on 
July  8  of  the  Chelsea  Drugstore  in 
King's  Road.  Chelsea  (London's 
"trendy"  parade  ground) — just  a  few 
hundred  yards  from  the  school  of 
pharmacy.  The  enterprise,  owned  by 
the  brewers  Charrington  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  controlled  by  Chelsea  Drugstore, 
Ltd.,  has  been  developed  on  a  public- 
house  site.  Three  floors  accommodate 
between  them  a  restaurant  and  soda 
fountain;  a  "pub"  and  perfumery, 
candy,  tobacco,  pharmacy,  and  records 
sales  bays;  and  a  second  "pub,"  news- 
stand, gifts,  stationery  and  "picnic" 
bays.  The  pharmacy  is  sited  at  the 
"upper  ground"  level.

brass,  is  like  going  into  a  hall  of 
mirrors.  Like  all  the  other  components 
the  pharmacy — a  completely  separated 
area — is  in  miniature.  Its  shelf-lined 
selling  area  occupies  only  about 
100  sq.  ft.,  and  the  ceiling  is  no  more 
than  6  ft.  6  in.  from  the  floor  level. 
Three  or  four  customers,  in  fact,  fill 
the  shop.  Roughly  funnel-shaped  in 
plan,  the  department  has  a  cash  desk 
at  the  neck,  and  the  dispensary  is  in 
the  "stem." 


national  medicine,  and  we  feel  that 
our  products  of  orginal  research  have 
a  part  to  play." 

To  gain  acceptance  for  the  com- 
pany's products  a  representative  force 
has  been  recruited  and  is  being 
trained.  The  nucleus  of  a  headquar- 
ters group  is  already  at  work,  and  the 
hope  is  that  the  foundations  are  being 
well  laid  for  a  substantial  operation 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  First  phase 
of  development  is  planned  to  occupy 
four  years.

P.  Simmonds,  M.P.S.,  who  has  interests 
in  the  family  business  of  S.  Simmonds, 
Ltd.,  which  operates  twelve  pharmacies 
in  North  London.  To  cover  the  store's 
opening  hours  (9  a.m.  to  11  p.m., 
seven  days  a  week)  Mr.  Simmonds  is 
assisted  by  two  part-time  pharmacists 
in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends,  and 
by  a  dispenser.  He  has  managerial 
responsibility  for  all  the  store's  "re- 
tailing" (as  opposed  to  "catering") 
activities.  In  the  pharmacy  he  has — 
both  for  space  reasons  and  because 
the  store  is  geared  to  "impulse"  buying 
(to  a  background  of  piped  music) — 
limited  his  stock  to  fast-selling  lines. 
The  expectation  is  that  customers 
waiting  for  prescriptions  will  either 
look  around  the  store  or  take  refresh- 
ment in  one  of  the  other  sections.  On 
the  perfumery  and  cosmetics  counter 
(not  part  of  the  pharmacy)  important 
"agency"  lines  figure  prominently, 
however. 

More  May  Follow 

Messrs.  Charrington  are  understood 
to  regard  the  operation  as  a  prototype, 
and  are  considering  plans  for  further 
such  stores  in  London  and  other  major 
cities  in  the  United  Kingdom.

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SCOTTISH  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Society's  secretary  on  Medicines  Bill  and  health  centres 


THE  secretary  and  registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  D.  F. 
Lewis)  addressed  the  annual  meeting 
of  Scottish  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  held  in  Edinburgh  on 
June  19.  His  subject  was  "Effect  of 
New  Medicines  Legislation  and  the 
Development  of  Health  Centres  on  the 
Future  of  Pharmacy." 

Mr.  Lewis  said  that  the  Medicines 
Bill  was  largely  an  enabling  Bill  giving 
the  Ministers  responsible  for  human 
and  animal  health  the  power  to  draft 
regulations  controlling  "medicinal  pro- 
ducts and  related  matters  and  for 
purposes  connected  therewith."  One 
disadvantage  of  an  enabling  Bill  was 
that  it  reached  the  Statute  Book  with 
many  questions  left  unanswered.  How- 
ever, one  essential  fact  was  already 
established,  namely  that  the  Bill  recog- 
nised the  pharmacist's  knowledge  and 
expertise  on  the  subject  of  medicines. 

The  Medicines  Commission  that 
would  be  established  would,  said  Mr. 
Lewis,  have  considerable  effect  on 
pharmacy.  Clause  58  allowed  the 
Ministers  to  make  regulations  controll- 
ing the  manner  in  which  a  pharmacy 
was  conducted,  laid  out  and  equipped. 
Compliance  with  the  regulations  would 
be  enforced  partly  by  the  Society. 
Application  to  register  a  new  pharmacy 
would  have  to  be  sent  to  the  registrar 
two  months  before  the  date  of  opening. 
The  application  would  be  forwarded 
to  the  Minister  who,  if  satisfied  that 
the  premises  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements, would  instruct  the  registrar 
to  register  them.  If  the  Minister 
objected,  the  applicant  would  be  told 
why  and  a  copy  of  the  refusal  would 
be  sent  to  the  registrar.  There  was  a 
procedure  for  appeal.  The  law  in  Scot- 
land that  a  pharmacist  and  a  non- 
pharmacist  in  partnership  could  own  a 
pharmacy  would  be  brought  into  line 
with  that  in  England  and  Wales,  where 
a  partnership  could  own  a  pharmacy 
only  if  all  partners  were  pharmacists. 

There  had  been  anxiety  about  the 
size  of  the  general  sales  list.  Some 
Members  of  Parliament  had  been 
clamouring  for  a  list  that,  in  effect, 
would  preserve  the  status  quo,  but  that 
claim  had  been  explicitly  rejected  by 
the  Government. 

Limited  Rights  of  Counter  Prescribing 

For  the  first  time  a  pharmacist's 
right  to  "counter  prescribe"  in  the 
light  of  his  own  judgment  appeared 
in  a.  statute,  but  the  power  was  limited 
— not,  he  thought,  unreasonably,  al- 
though some  disputed  that.  Under  the 
Bill  the  pharmacist  could,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, supply  or  prepare  a  medicinal 
product  only  for  a  person  who  was 
in  the  pharmacy  at  the  time  the  request 
was  made.  The  question  of  licensing 
pharmacists  was  still  being  considered 
by  the  Government. 

So  far  as  could  be  foreseen,  the 
Medicines  Bill  would  not,  on  balance, 
adversely  affect  the  position  of  the 
pharmacist.  This  was  not  to  say  it  was 
favourable  in  all  respects,  but  the  fact 
was  that  it  was  legislation  for  the 
benefid  and  protection  of  pharmacy. 


Speaking  on  health  centres,  Mr. 
Lewis  confined  himself  to  broad  matters 
of  principle  (which  in  the  Society's 
view,  he  said,  formed  the  basis  for 
consideration  at  local  level)  of  the  way 
in  which  the  pharmaceutical  services 
in  any  area  would  be  replanned  when 
a  health  centre  was  built.  Certainly 
health  centres  could  not  be  ignored. 
They  would  dominate  the  pattern  of 
future  medical  services.  In  Scotland, 
where  popular  medical  opinion 
favoured  providing  services  from  health 
centres  the  weight  of  pharmaceutical 
opinion  was  against  providing  pharma- 
ceutical services  from  them. 

Effects  on  Economic  Viability  i 

Concentration  of  medical  services — 
and  therefore  of  the  outflow  of  pre- 
scriptions —  at  health  centres  would 
seriously  affect  the  economic  viability 
of  pharmacies  in  the  area.  Normally 
situated  in  or  close  to  residential 
centres,  pharmacies  now  offered  the 
public  a  readily  accessible  and  com- 
prehensive service.  For  such  pharma- 
cies to  close  would  be  contrary  to  the 
public  interest,  as  would  be  the  isola- 
tion of  dispensing  service  at  a  single 
point  in  the  relatively  large  area  that 
a  health  centre  was  designed  to  serve. 
So  far  as  he  knew  there  was  no 
suggestion  by  Whitehall — or  by  St. 
Andrew's  House  —  that  pharmacy 
should  be  forced  into  health  centres. 
During  the  passage  of  the  Health 
Services  and  Public  Health  Bill 
recently,  Mr.  Julian  Snow  (Parliament- 
ary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  had  said :  "I  do  not  disagree 
with  the  view  that  the  interests  of  the 
public  can  often  best  be  served  by 
the  traditional  retail  pharmacist.  It  is 
an  extremely  fine  form  of  retail  distri- 
bution which  serves  the  public  well. 
Pharmaceutical  services  should  be  pro- 
vided at  a  health  centre  only  when 
those  needs  are  not  being  satisfactorily 
met  by  conventional  retail  pharma- 
cists." 

Pharmacy  must  be  flexible  enough  to 
provide  the  solutions  to  the  problems 
as  they  arose  in  different  areas.  It  was 
important  for  local  pharmacists  to 
make  their  united  voice  heard  at  the 
earliest  possible  stage  in  the  planning 
of  a  health  centre,  and  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  would  be 
asked  for  advice  by  the  Executive 
Council  on  questions  relating  to  the 
provision  of  pharmaceutical  services. 
The  effect  of  the  proposed  siting  on  an 
area's  pharmaceutical  services  could 
then,  at  the  planning  stage,  be  con- 
sidered, and  views  put  forward  to  the 
Executive  Council.  Siting  involved 
other  factors  than  the  provision  of 
pharmaceutical  services,  but  a  satisfac- 
tory location  could,  other  things  being 
equal,  minimise  the  disruption  of  the 
existing  service  and  ensure  service  near 
to  people's  homes. 

If  a  health  centre  were  to  be  built 
with  no  pharmacy  department  within 
it,  and  there  was  no  pharmacy  within 
a  convenient  distance,  the  Minister 
would  then  have  to  make  satisfactory 
provision  for  pharmaceutical  services. 


The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  might 
propose  that  those  pharmacists  who 
had  previously  had  the  main  bulk  of 
prescriptions  from  the  surgeries  of  the 
medical  practitioners  now  in  the  health 
centre  might  well  form  a  consortium  to 
run  a  pharmacy  near  it.  One  or  more 
existing  pharmacies  might,  of  course, 
have  to  close.  The  important  thing  was 
that  the  affected  pharmacists  should 
meet,  together  with  representatives  of 
the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  to 
discuss  all  the  implications  as  they  saw 
them.  In  presenting  proposals  to  the 
Executive  Council  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  could  then  say  that  full 
consideration  had  taken  place  with  the 
local  contractors.  Flexibility  must  be 
the  keynote.  It  would  be  pointless  to 
try  to  lay  down  a  solution  that  would 
meet  all  circumstances.  With  the  con- 
centration of  medical  practitioners 
serving  a  wide  area  into  group 
practices  and  health  centres,  it  would 
perhaps  become  even  more  importanl 
in  the  future  to  ensure  that  the  public 
had  ready  access  to  advice  about  health 
matters,  in  particular  to  informatio 
about  medicines.  It  was  therefore 
important  for  the  distribution  o: 
pharmaceutical  services  to  be  s< 
planned  that  pharmacies  spread  as 
evenly  as  possible  over  the  countrj 
in  residential  areas,  so  far  as  waf 
compatible  with  continued  provisio 
of  an  efficient  dispensing  service.  Such 
a  distribution  would  also  ensure  thai 
the  prescriptions  written  on  domiciliarj 
visits  could  be  dispensed  with  minimurr 
inconvenience  to  the  patient. 

Pharmacists  at  a  Disadvantage? 

Mr.  J.  A.  Myers,  Edinburgh,  sai 
that  pharmacists  appeared  to  be  at  i 
disadvantage  compared  with  doctor: 
and  veterinary  surgeons  in  what  the 
were  allowed  to  manufacture  withou 
a  licence.  Mr.  Lewis  replied  tha 
doctors  and  veterinary  surgeons  wer 
only  allowed  to  prepare  medicines  fo 
the  treatment  of  their  own  patients 
Pharmacists  could  prepare  medicine 
for  use  in  dispensing  and  for  counte 
prescribing,  but  were  not  allowed,  with 
out  a  licence,  to  prepare  "own-name 
preparations  to  compete  with  large 
scale  commercial  preparations  that  hat 
gone  through  the  licensing  procedure 
including  analytical  control,  etc. 

Mr.  G.  H.  V.  Campbell,  Tarberi 
Argyll,  was  told  there  would  be 
general     sales     list    for  veterinar 
medicines,  and  that  it  might  well  b 
much  longer  than  the  one  for  humans 

Mr.  W.  S.  Tait,  Penicuik,  felt  tha 
the  conditions  for  the  pharmacis 
counter  prescribing  for  a  human  an 
for  an  animal  were  not  parallel.  Th 
human  must  be  present  in  th 
pharmacy,  but  if  the  animal  wer 
present  the  pharmacist  might  be  con 
travening  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Ac 
Mr.  Lewis  said  that  the  pharmacis 
could  supply  a  manufactured  produc 
in  response  to  a  request  by  the  owne 
of  the  animal. 

Dr.  J.  Chilton,  Glasgow,  askel 
whether,  if  a  consortium  of  pharmal 
cists  were  to  open  a  pharmacy  adjacerl 
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>  a  h  ealth  centre,  an  Executive 
ouncil  would  have  any  power  to 
revent  any  other  pharmacist  from 
arting  up  independently.  Mr.  Lewis 
:plied  that  there  was  no  such  power 
t  present.  That  would  need  an  amend- 
lent  to  the  National  Health  Service 
id.  Mrs.  A.  Park,  Glasgow,  asked  if  a 


new  Ministry  department  would  be 
needed  to  deal  with  registration  of 
premises.  The  detailed  machinery  of 
registration,  said  Mr.  Lewis,  was  still 
unknown.  The  Society's  inspectors 
might  be  involved  at  one  stage,  but 
the  Society  would  not  be  the  final 
arbiter.

otecting  the  Public 

First  paper  in  the  symposium, 
rotection  of  the  Public"  was  pre- 
lted  by  Mr.  Lewis  Priest  (a  mem- 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
ff),  who  pointed  out  that  toxic 
ects  of  drugs  might  affect  an  indi- 
iual  or  have  a  deleterious  influence 
a  much  wider  section  of  the  com- 
anity.

>res."  Nevertheless  drug  addiction 
increased  in  the  U.K.  Tragically, 

most  startling  increase  has  been  in 

number  of  teenage  addicts.  There 
s  a  great  need  for  suitably  qualified 
1  trained  persons  to  lecture  to 
ools  and  university  societies  con- 
ning the  dangers  of  drugs  and  addic- 

.    The  problem  was  national  and 

Government's  Advisory  Committee 


on  Drug  Dependence  had  formed  a  sub- 
committee to  deal  with  publicity  and 
education.  But  was  the  Government 
spending  enough  money  on  long-term 
preventative  measures  and  education? 
Perhaps  the  field  was  one  in  which  or- 
ganisations such  as  the  Royal  Society 
of  Health  could  play  a  vital  part.  It 
was,  he  suggested,  a  proper  programme 
for  the  Royal  Society  to  sponsor,  per- 
haps in  conjunction  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Retail  Aspects  of  Control 

Mr.  J.  R.  Phillips,  Bournemouth,  in 
a  paper  on  retail  aspects  of  the  control 
of  drugs,  examined  the  contribution 
retail  pharmacists  had  made  to  drug 
control  not  only  by  applying  the  laws 
of  the  land,  but  also  by  applying  the 
full  measure  of  professional  control 
and  "still  more,  by  directing  humani- 
tarian and  social  influences  within  the 
community."  A  recent  survey  had  sug- 
gested that  normal  and  accessory  stocks 
of  the  more  dangerous  and  publicised 
drugs  held  by  the  average  pharmacy 
were  approximately: —  Morphine, 
5  gm.;  diamorphine,  2  gm.;  cocaine, 
3  gm.;  pethidine,  15  gm.;  "the  amphe- 
tamines," 3.000  unit  doses. 

Pharmacists  were  also  considering 
the  introduction  of  a  standardised 
"strong  box"  technique  for  the  storage 
of  the  more  potent  drugs.  That  raised 
the  question  of  "What  goes  into  the 
box  and  what  stays  out?"  There  could 
be  no  clear  line  of  demarcation.  Some 
preparations  within  the  scope  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  were  of  no  con- 
cern to  the  drug  addict  or  determined 
"kick-seeker."  On  the  other  hand,  other 
drugs  subject  to  minimal  statutory  con- 
trol were  much  in  demand  for  the  pur- 
poses of  misuse. 

"Are  there  not,"  Mr.  Phillips  asked, 
"possible  advantages  from  dispersing 
certain  types  of  drugs  throughout  the 
many  thousands  of  other  items  stocked 
within  the  'security  zone'?"  It  might 
be  best  not  to  place  too  much  reliance 
upon  the  security  offered  by  a  "strong 
box,"  but  to  let  the  individual  phar- 
macist make  what  he  considered  the 
best  safety  arrangements  possible. 

Mr.  Phillips  contended  that  pharma- 
cists must  be  represented  on  all  com- 
mittees dealing  with  the  control  of 
drugs.  "It  is  ludicrous  to  think  in  terms 
of  health  committees  and  other  local 
organisations  meeting  to  discuss  prob- 
lems of  public  health  and  the  distri- 
bution of  drugs  without  a  single  retail 
pharmacist  present  as  a  full  member." 

Mr.  R.  W.  Richards  (managing 
director,  Riker  Laboratories)  in  a  paper 
on  "Security  Precautions  in  the  Phar- 
maceutical Industry,"  said  the  scale  on 
which  illicit  drug-taking  was  carried 
on  today  was  undoubtedly  related  to 
the  publicity  given  to  it  in  the  lay 


Press.  Local  and  national  newspapers 
and  television  authorities  must  accept 
a  large  share  of  responsibility  for  that 
state  of  affairs.  Small  wonder  that 
tennagers  had  been  encouraged  to  ex- 
periment! He  described  the  special 
measures  and  precautions  manufac- 
turers had  introduced  to  control  sup- 
plies of  slimming  tablets  and  cap- 
sules so  as  to  ensure  they  were  kept 
to  proper  channels  —  rigid  control  of 
raw  materials,  the  warehousing  of 
finished  products,  and  the  use  of  data- 
processing  equipment  to  provide  a  de- 
tailed analysis  of  packs  ordered  and 
the  final  balancing  of  stocks.

London,  July  10:  The  recent  quiet 
trading  pattern  of  the  markets  remained 
unchanged  during  the  week.  Chinese 
Menthol  was  again  easier,  but 
Brazilian  material  was  held  at 
previously  established  levels.  Jamaica 
was  again  offering  Sarsparilla  for 
shipment  at  hardly  changed  spot  price. 
Tinnevelly  Senna  pods  were  easier  in 
anticipation  of  the  new  crop.  Gum 
acacia  advanced  by  5s.  cwt.  on  the 
spot,  while  forward  rates  were  up  by 
14s.  cwt.  Cloves  continued  firm,  in- 
fluencing oil  prices. 

Elsewhere  in  Essential  oils  both 
Chinese  and  Brazilian  Peppermint 
were  lower  by  between  three-halfpence 
and  threepence  lb.  as  to  delivery,  while 
Palmarosa  for  shipment  was  up  by 
about  Is.  6d.  lb.  Although  the  acreage 
of  Spearmint  in  the  United  States  has 
been  increased  over  1967  the  oil  yield 
is  not  expected  to  reach  last  year's 
good  level.  American  Peppermint 
planting  was  also  increased  but  it  is 
too  early  to  estimate  what  the  oil  yield 
will  be.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

PENICILLIN-INDUCED  haemolytic 
anaemia  should  be  suspected  in  any 
patient  receiving  penicillin  in  high 
doses  in  whom  there  is  a  fall  in 
haemoglobin  level,  say  workers  at  the 
Royal  Post-graduate  Medical  School, 
London.  They  report  two  patients  in 
whom  antipenicillin  antibody  was 
found  following  high-dose  courses  and 
review  twelve  other  cases.  All  had 
received  previous  courses  of  penicillin. 
In  their  own  cases  the  haemolysis 
appeared  to  lessen  so  soon  as  the  drug 
was  stopped,  and  a  direct  antiglobulin 
test  later  became  negative  (B.M.J., 
July  6,  p.  26). 

To  patients  with  cerebral  malaria, 
intravenous  dexamethasone  should  be 
given  routinely,  together  with  anti- 
malarial therapy,  suggest  workers  at 
University  College  Hospital,  London. 
Their  conclusion  is  based  upon  a  case 
in  which  the  drug  had  a  dramatic  and 
life-saving  effect,  having  been  given 
with  the  object  of  reducing  cerebral 
oedema.  The  patient  had  been  to 
India  without  taking  a  prophylactic 
antimalarial,  believing  the  country  to 
be  free  of  the  disease  at  present.  The 
authors  warn  that  under-use  of  pro- 
phylactics is  essential  for  persons 
visting  rural  areas  where  eradication 
may  not  have  been  successful  (B.M.J., 
July  6,  p.  32). 

Following  a  recent  paper  in  which 
verapamil  was  found  to  provide  no 
significant  relief  from  angina  (see 
C.  &  D.,  June  29,  p.  600),  a  worker  at 
St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley,  Yorks, 
writes  to  outline  the  results  of  a 
double-blind  trial  he  has  just  com- 
pleted. He  has  found  that  the  drug 
is  of  considerable  value  in  improving 
myocardial  ischaemia  as  shown  by 
radiocardiography  during  exercise  and 
electrocardiography  after  exercise.  The 
writer  believes  the  difference  in  the 
findings  only  emphasises  the  unreliab- 
ility of  basing  assessment  of  an  anti- 


anginal drug  solely  on  a  subjective 
symptom  such  as  angina  (B.M.J. , 
July  6,  p.  56).
